Mr. Speaker informed the assembly that they would proceed with 
the same committee organization as existed at the time of the close of 
the regular session, and also appointed as a committee to notify the 
Governor of the State of the organization of the House Mr. Brockway of 
Yellowstone, Lemmon of Deer Lodge and Coburn of Teton. Also as a 
committee to notify the Senate of the organization of the House and 
their readiness to meet with it in Joint Session Mr. Fuller of Custer, 
Mr. Wilson of Fergus and Kelly of Silver Bow. 

The Sergeant announced a committee from the Senate was ready to 
report. 

The Speaker asked that the Senate Committee be admitted, where- 
upon the Committee was admited and President Edwards of the Senate 
informed the House that the Senate was organized and ready for busi- 
ness.

The Sergeant at Arms announced to the Joint Assembly that the 
Governor was ready to be received. 


The Governor was admitted and after being introduced addressed 
the Joint Assembly as follows: 


Ladies and Gentlemen of the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly in Extra- 
ordinary Session Assembled: 

For several years the State of Montana, through its officials and 
citizens, has offered inducements to people looking for homes. Our 
public lands have been rapidly settled, and agriculture and kindred 
occupations have grown and developed beyond the expectations of the 
most sanguine. From a population of 376,053 in 1910 to @ total of more 
than 750,000 people in 1919 the State has grown with surprising rapidity 
and most wholesome ease. It had come to be believed that Montana 
would not have to pass through the ordeals and experiences character- 
istic of other farming communities to the east of us. We had forgotten 
that drouths, crop failures and like privations were incident to the 
growth and development of the now recognized substantial farming 
regions of the great Middle West. For several seasons during the time 
of the greatest influx of population, Nature smiled upon us and copious 
and fructifying rains fell throughout the length and breadth of the 
State at critical and necessary times. 

In 1917, however, there came a change. A large part of the State 
experienced at least a partial and certainly a serious crop shortage. In 
1918 a similar but somewhat more extensive condition existed. In the 
fall of 1918 fall crops of unprecedented proportions and area were 
_planted. The people had been encouraged to bend every effort toward 
the production of foodstuffs and the promised high prices gave strength 
and potency to the encouragement extended from State and Federal 
agencies. The winter of 1918-1919 was peculiar in that a minimum of 
precipitation fell in this State. No spring rains came, and as a result 
the fall-crops were greatly injured and many spring crops never started. 

Of course there are some crops in the State of Montana and a few 
good ones, but generally speaking the situation is far from normal and 
certainly such as to cause serious contemplation on the vart of our citi- 
zens. Continued drouth throughout the growing months of this year 
has left vast areas wholly without grain crops and with greatly reduced 
forage and pasture products. So great and so critical did the situation 
become that everywhere the citizens were gathered together to take 
counsel one with another in order that relief and proper aid might be 
extended to those who were so unfortunate as to be left without means 
of meeting the serious contingencies presented by drouth. and cron 


failure. 
LEGISLATION FOR EMERGENCY. 


I considered the matter most thoughtfully and carefully before re- 
sorting to the serious expedient of convening this Assembly in extra- 
ordinary session. It is known by all of you that the State of Montana 
has no money to waste upon extraordinary sessions. Adequate and suf> 
ficient legislation in ordinary times may be enacted in the regular sixty- 
day session he'd biennially under the provisions of the Constitution and 
laws of the State. However, the Constitution contemplates that emer- 
gencies and extraordinary contingencies should and do justify a special 
session of the Assembly. You are called together for the primary pur- 
pose of considering the drouth and crop failures and their resultant 
effect upon the people of the State of Montana, in the expectation that 
you will do everything legally within your power to relieve that sitna- 
tion and ameliorate the condition of those so injuriously affected. Tt 
it not expected that the State can take over the support and mainten- 
ance of individuals and families,or that financial backing on the part 
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of the State can be given to business enterprises, however meritorious 
ald deserving. 

It must not be understood that the State of Montana is or that the 
people of the State are as a whole in destitute circumstances. There 
are comparatively few in absolute need of assistance when you come to 
compare those so situated with the total population. Most of our citi- 
zens may be relieved by ordinary business methods. They are some, 
however, and enough to elicit our interest and demand instant action, 
who inust have relief of a character that cannot be afforded in the ordi- 
nary course of business, even under the most wise and beneficient laws 
possible of passage through the Assembly. 

I am one who believes firmly that Montana can and will take care 
of herself if the interest of her citizens is properly aroused and if a 
suitable plan is suggested and put into effect. 


STATE RELIEF COMMISSION, 


During the war our State responded nobly to every call for assist- 
ance. We put on drives for the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., Knights of Colum- 
bus, Salvation Army, Armenian Relief, Jewish Relief, and many kindred 
objects. In conducting these drives most efficient and effective State- 
wide organizations were developed. These organizations, while dormant 
now, are lying ready at hand. It has been suggested that a drive might 
be inaugurated and sufficient funds raised within the State of Montana 
to relieve the victims of the drouth. Some people believe that only 
money from the public funds should be used for such purposes. The 
Government of the United States, and, in fact, all of the governments 
engaged in the war, deemed it w'se to handle persona! aid and relief 
work separate and apart from the activities carried on with the funds 
taken from the treasuries of the various governments. The United 
States cou'd have taken publ ¢ money and could have devoted it to the 
work that was done by the Red Cross, but it was deemed better and 
wiser tO raise the monty as suggested than to take it from any -public 
funds. In any event, the money comes-from-the people and it is my 
opinion that a most successful drive may be inaugurated and that all 
of the various campaign committees utilized by the organizations already 
named may be ca'led into operation most expeditiously and effectively. 

If that is done some suitable means should be provided for a proper 
distribution. The State Council of Defense, together with the County 
Councils of Defense, operated most successfuliy during the war. The 
State Council of Defense was a war-time organization: A peace-time 
organization might be brought into being by Legislative enactment to 
meet problems of welfare such as the one now presented. I would sug- 
gest the advisability of creating a State Relief Commission with incident 
County Relief Commissions along the line of the State Council and 
County Councils of Defense. The Commission need not have all of the 
_ powers and functions of the Council of Defense. It need have no police 
authority and it should have broader authority in some other necessary 
lines. If we can raise the money necessary for relief work through the 
various agencies that so successfully conducted the drives during the 
war and if we can then legally constitute some sort of a relief organiza- 
tion along the lines of the Council of Defense, we will have something 
definite and tangible. 

It is my firm opinion that even though State and County funds were 
available, a fairer and better plan is contemplated in the above sugges- 
tion than that of taking public funds. It should not be forgotten, how- 
ever, in the consideration of this important matter that public funds are 
not in every case available. Many of the counties have reached their 
limit of indebtedness and their funds are exhausted. The State cannot 
under our Constitution engage in charity or back business enterprises. 
A reasonable appropriation may, in my opinion, be lega!ly made for ad- 
ministrative purposes without violation of constitutional provisions. 


PS 
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It should not be forgotten that this year there will be a long Celin- 
_ quent tax list in a great many of the counties, .The income of the State 
and of the counties will be seriously reduced. This phase alone ought 
to give force and potency to the suggested plan. 

Montana does not need outside help. The Red Cross and other or- 
ganizations, when called into relief work, raise their money by drives, 
stating the specific purpose for which it is sought. If we delegate any 
considerable part of our problem to these organizations we will directly 
or indirectly ask for outside help and advertise the State as seeking 
charity abroad, when, as a matter of fact, it is neither necessary nor 
proper that we should do so. 

It should not be understood that I am unalterably committed to 
the plan above outlined. I have given to the drouth and its resultant 
effects most careful study. I have had suggestions from many inter- 
ested persons. The plan I have outlined seems to me the most feasible. 
If, however, the Assembly in its wisdom can work out a better plan, I - 
will gladly acquiesce and do my best to put whatever plan. may be fin- 
ally adopted into successful effect. The main fact is that we are con- 
fronted by an actual condition that requires some definite plan of 
action, I am sure that when we adopt any well considered plan we will 
be able to put it through and achieve the results so earnestly desired 
and sought by all of us. 


CHANG ES IN ROAD LAWS. 


A fair measure of relief may be accomplished by amendments to 
the existing laws having to do with roads and highways and their con- 
struction and improvement under the jurisdiction of the State Highway 
Commission and the Boards of County Commissioners. 

If you will change the statutes of Montana so that employment may 
be afforded to men and teams upon the roads and highways. under rea- 
sonable conditions of compensation; and if, in furtherance of your acts, 
the Highway Commission and the Boards of County Commissioners will 
then equitably, liberally and fairly administer such statutes, having in 
mind the primary objects sought to be attained, much relief may be 
afforded and general conditions improved. During the regular session 
of the Assembly considerable road and highway legislation was proposed 
but little enacted. Unfortunately there arose a controversy as, to the 
kind of Highway Commission law that should be in effect and the per- 
sonnel of the Highway Commission. So absorbing was this. controversy 
that attention was not given to the administrative statutes now found 
to stand in the way of a proper administration of the highway affairs 
of the State. 

It must not be understood that these changes are proposed solely in 
the interest of charity or with any. intention of dissipating or wasting 
the funds at the disposal of the Highway Commission or the counties. 
I{ is evident to everyone that the maximum price authorized for men 
and teams on the highways, six do!lars per day, makes it impossible to 
accomplish any important highway improvement. It is also evident 
that there must often be other means than the contract system em: 
ployed on the various pieces of highway construction. 

These and other provisions of the road and highway laws constitute 
impediments incapable of removal by any means other than Legislative 
enactment. Your attention is specifically directed to these matters in 
order that you may enact such proper and amendatory statutes as may 
be necessary and expedient. 


ROAD BOND ISSUE, 

It has been suggested that the vote on the proposed fifteen million 
dollar bond issue for road and highway purposes, now scheduled for 
the general election of 1920, may with propriety be set forward and held 
this fall. This matter is for your consideration in the light of the nee- 
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pe ae of the occasion as well as Ee Goaasti Uo and statutes of the, 
ate 


CLASSIFICATION OF COUNTIES. 


A contingency worthy of attention has arisen by reason of the enact- 
ment of Chapter 51 of the Session Laws of Montana of the Sixteenth 
Legislative Assembly, 1919, and covering the classification of taxable 
property in this State for the purpose of taxation. 

Under the operation of this law the assessed valuation of the various 
counties has multiplied in a pronounced way. In many of the counties 
the assessed valuation of 1919 is three or four times as great. as that of 
1918. This increased valuation of taxable property in the various coun- 
ties will be made the basis of the new classification of counties to be 
made before the next regular session of the Legislative Assembly. It 
seems to be but proper that amendment of the county classification law 
should be made at this time in order that equitab'e and fair conditions 
Inay still prevail in county affairs. 


There is still another condition that has arisen as a result of the 
classification and taxation law.. Under Chapter 51 the assessed valuation 
of any given area of the State has, as hereinbefore suggested, increased — 
very materially. The Assembly, in enacting a general law having to do 
with the creation of new counties, undoubtedly had in mind conditions 
as they existed under the old assessment and valuation system. ‘The 
conditions for the creation of new counties, in so far as taxable valua- 
tion is involved, now amount to nothing. In this particular, as a result 
of the enactment of Chapter 51, a contingency has arisen and your atten- 
tion is respectfully directed to’ the matter in order that there may be 
proper provision and safeguard included in the laws of Montana to 
eovern, in the creation of new counties. 


SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT. 


Since the adjournment of your regular session, the Congress of the 
United States has submitted to the Legislatures of the several States for 
ratification the proposed amendment to.the Federal Constitution ex- 
tending the right of suffrage to women. 

For a great maney years the proponents of areal aaiiaee. have 
urged that the Federal Constitution be amended to the end that women 
might be given an equal franchise with men. Now the Congress has 
acted and it only remains for the States to ratify to insure the accom- 
plishment of the reform.. Montana already has woman suffrage; her 
women vote upon every important issue presented to our people. There 
are States, however, where the suffrage has not been extended: to the 
women. While the ratification of the amendment will bring the enjoy- 
ment of no additional perogative to the women of. Montana, nevertheless 
our women feel that the women of. the other. Sale should have their 
aid and support: in this important matter. 

The question of ratification of the amendment is ihbrefore presented 
to you in the belief that the members of this Assembly will readily ap- 
preciate the justice and equity of the proposal. 


POLICE LAW FOR GITIES. , 


The Mayor of the city of Butte has directed my attention to the fact 
that the law having to do with “Department of Police” has been so con- 
strued as to work an injustice upon cities. He states that the city of 
Butte has paid out more than one hundred thousand dollars in salaries 
to discharged and suspended policemen, for which no service was ren- 
pores He considers the matter of emergent importance and asks that 

I submit the same to you for consideration. There ought to be amend- 
ment to the general law so that such conditions may be enacted in the 
future.

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AMENDMENT OF IRRIGATION LAWS. 


The shortage of water and the necessity for irrigation as experienced 
this year have developed defects in our irrigation laws. While it is not 
believed that the special session will obtain long enough to write a new 
irrigation code, nevertheless, some amendments may be quickly enacted 
so as to make the organization, financing and operation of irrigation Gis: 
tricts more simple and more easily workable. 


GRAIN GRADING LAW. 


An attempt to put into effect the Grain Grading, Inspection: and 
- Warehouse Commission law enacted by the last Assembly developed 
the fact that no appropriation had been made for putting it into effect, 
that no suitable provision for collecting adequate funds had been made, 
and that no penalties had been provided for those violating the law. The 
crop failure this year reduces to the minimum the necessity for this law. 
However, the Assembly being in session, proper amendment may be 
wrought with the minimum of difficulty and trouble and the matter is 
therefore called. to your attention for appropriate consideration. 


EFFICIENCY COMMISSION, 


The State Efficiency and Trade Commission created by the last 
Assembly made partial investigation looking toward reforms in State ad- 
ministration affairs. They have discovered what most of us have 
realized for some time: that there must be constitutional amendment if 
any particular change can be made.’ The Commission has asked that I 
suggest to you the propriety of submitting a bill for a constitutional 
amendment providing for the creation of some general administrative 
board to take over some of the duties of the State Board of Examiners 
and other State Boards. I submit this question to you for your consider- 
ation. The investigation of the State Efficiency and Trade Commission 
has not been. sufficiently thorough or comprehensive to justify that 
body in making any definite recommendations:as to the final form that 
the proposed changes should take. The constitutional amendment will 
not work any immediate change but will in reality only open the way 
and make legal the enactment of such future statutes as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the changes deemed expedient by the next and suc- 
ceeding session of the Assembly. 


PRIVATE CAR COMPANY LICENSES. 


The State Treasurer has called my attention to the fact that there 
should be amendment to or repeal of certain parts of Chapter 82, Acts 
of the Fifteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, being an 
Act entitled “An Act providing a method for the assessment and collec- — 
tion of a license fee on private car companies doing business in this 
state.” He says that the revenues of the State are seriously affected by 
this matter and the same is respectfully called to your attention for 


consideration. 
INHERITANCE TAXES. 


The Treasurer also calls attention to the need of amendment to 
Section 7737, Revised Codes of Montana of 1907, relating to the payment 
of inheritance and succession taxes on transfers of stocks, bonds, obli-. 
gations and other personal property in this State by foreign executors, 
administrators and trustees of non-resident decedents. This also is a 
matter having to do with the revenues. 


In the light of existing conditions it is important that every. precau- 
tion be taken to protect the revenues of the state. 
FOREST FIRE CONTROL. 


The Montana State Council of Defense has called attention to the 
lack of proper laws to prevent the setting of fires in connection with 
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forest fire control. This matter is important and I respectfully request 
ihat some appropriate statute be enacted to control the burning of brush 
and the leaving of camp fires. 


COST OF SPECIAL SESSION. 


For your information you are advised that the Extraordinary session 
of the Fifteenth Assembly held in 1918 cost the State of Montana $35,- 
730.57. It is estimated that every day you remain in session the incident 
expense amounts to almost $3,000.00. This can be very materially re- 
duced by utilization of State House employes already under salary. De- 
partmental work may be postponed for the few days you are here. 
Everyone ought to be willing to make a sacrifice for the general good 
in view of existing contingencies. Therefore I respectfully suggest that 
instead of paying large numbers of employes, clerks, stenographers and 
other people already in the employ of the State be drafted for your pur- 
poses. I am sure you will find no difficulty in effecting a quick response 
in this particular and that it will mean a considerable economy. 

It is only fair to say that there was much sentiment in the State 
opposed to any extraordinary session of the Assembly on the ground of 
expense and otherwise. This sentiment will be intensified by a long- 
drawn-out session.

“Article 1. Section 14.—The right of citizens of the United States to. 
vote shall not be denied or abridged by the United States or by any

CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND’ 
SENATE. . 


The following communication was received from the Governor: 


July 31, 1919. 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, Helena, Montana, 
Three small but important matters of emergency have been directed 
to my attention and are respectfully referred to you as follows: 


First: The Superintendent of the Montana State Tuberculosis Sani- 
tarium calls attention to the law relative to admissions at his institution 
and has asked that the same be amended so that returned soldiers may 
be more readily admitted, Under the existing laws some confusion exists 
and the same should be rectified. 


Second: In the enrolling of Chapter 221, Session Laws of.1919, an 
error was made in Section 1, line 2. The reference to the salary of the 
Sheriff in third class counties was made to read “Three Thousand five 
dollars.” This is an evident clerical error and can be rectified without. 
difficulty. 

Third: The City Attorney of Helena cal's attention to the fact that 
there is defect in Chapter 1 of the Session Laws of the Sixteenth Legis- 
Jative Assembly, 1919, in that the date for making the annual tax levies. 
in cities and towns makes it impossible for the city authorities to per- 
form the act at the time fixed, for the reason that. the County Boards 
have not completed their labors and the State Board has not commenced 
its work of assessment at the time so fixed.. A very simple amendment 
will rectify this condition.

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives in the Congress 
of the United States of America: 
Your Memorialists, the Members of the Sixteenth Legislative Assem- 

bly of the State of Montana, in Extraordinary Session “Assembled, the 

Senate ond House concurring, respectfully represent: That, 
WHEREAS, there exists an urgent need throughout the several 

Western Public Land States for the storage of flood waters, in order 

that they may be used for the purpose of irrigating vast areas of culti- 

vated and irrigatable lands at such seasons of the year as the regular 
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flow of the rivers, creeks and springs have either been diminished or 
entirely depleted; and, 

WHEREAS, Montana has particularly suffered severely from drouth 
during the years of 1917, 1918, and 1919; and, 

WHEREAS, There exists within the boundaries of the State of Mon- 
tana many valuable reservoir sites, capable of empounding millions of 
ecubie feet of flood waters that, otherwise would run to waste, and 

WHEREAS, in a great many instances such reservoir sites are locat- 
ed within the boundaries of the National Forest, 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the House of Represen- 
tatives, the Senate concurring, that the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Montana in Extraordinary Session assembled, do hereby 
petition: 

That the Congress of the United States enact such legislation as may 
be necessary and effective to enable the several Pub'ic Land States, or 
any duly constituted Irrigation District organized under the laws thereof, 
to acquire rights of way upon, over and across government lands within 
National Forests, for the construction, maintenance and operation of 
dams, reservoirs and other necessary conveniences for the storage and 
husbanding of waters for irrigation purposes on lands without, said. Na- 
tional Forests; together with the right to store, divert, convey and use in 
and by means of said dams, reservoirs and other necessary conveniences, 
waters rising within or passing through said National Forests; and the 
further right to construct, maintain and operate ditches and flumes 
and aqueducts within said National Forests for the purpose of con- 
veying said waters so accumulated, stored and husbanded in said dams, 
reservoirs and other necessary conveniences to suitable points of outlet 
from said National Forests to places of intended use. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That a copy of this Memorial be 
transmitted by the Secretary of State of Montana to both Houses of the 
National Congress and to the Senators and Representatives in Congress 
from the State of Montana, with the request that they use every. effort 
within their power to bring about the enactment of such legislation.

HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 4 


Introduced by Brandjord and Cooney. 

A Memorial to the Congress of the United States urging the appro- 
priation of fifty raillion dollars ($50,000,000.00) for work on government 
irrigation projects in the west. 

To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 

States, in Congress assembled: 

We, the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, in 
Extraordinary Session assembled, do hereby urgently recommend that 
you promptly enact legislation appropriating the sum of Fifty Million 
Dollars ($50,000,000.00) for work on Government irrigation projects 
throughout the West. ; 

The long extended drouth prevailing throughout Montana has ren- 
dered more storage and use of water for irrigation purposes a problem 
of grave importance; and as the projects undertaken by the United 
States Reclamation Service are entirely under federal control, the indi- 
vidual state is powerless to aid in their completion. 

Montana is a part of the Union, and within her boundaries citizens 
of the United States who answered the call of the Government for in- 
creased food production, now find themselves facing financial ru'n and 
actual need by reason of their patriotic efforts. The unforseen drouth 
conditions have brought their noble efforts to a disastrous termination. 
Their families, women and children, call upon you for aid. These eciti- 
zens do not ask for charity but they ask for a chance to earn bread for 
themselves and those dependent upon them. This condition of need will 
continue to exist for an unknown period, and aid of substantial and 
constructive nature must be extended—and extended now. The appro- 
priation of Fifty Million Dollars for Government Irrigation Projects 
would accomplish this object and would make possible the vigorous, 
continuous and economical prosecution of the work; would ultimately 
increase the food supply of the country, and add to the permanent re- 
sources of the nation. 
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For all of which reasons we urgently recommend the speedy enact- 
ment of the proposed legislation as embodying a sound business policy 
applied to a great national problem. 

The Secretary of the State of Montana is hereby directed to transmit 
by wire and in writing copies of this memorial to the President of the 
Senate, to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, to the secretary 
of the Interior, and to the Montana Senators and Representatives in 
Congress.

of the several county clerks and boards of county commissioners rela- 
tive to the submission of such question to the qualified electors; pre- 
scribing the duties of the State Board of Examiners relative to the issu- 
ance of such bonds and of the disbursements of such funds, and the 
duties of the County Commissioners of the several counties in connec- 
tion therewith.”

House Bill No, 12, introduced by Belden. 

A Bill for an Act entitled: “An Act to enable the Counties of the 
State of Montana to provide for any of their inhabitants, who by reason 
of misfortune resulting from drouth, hail or unfavorable climatic @on- 
ditions, have been rendered destitute or in need of aid, authorizing 
the incurring of indebtedness of Counties for such purpose; provid- 
ing for special elections when the amount of such indebtedness will 
exceed the sum of I'en Thousand Dollars; providing for the issuance of 
warrants and the issuance and sale of funding bonds for the purpose 
of such relief; providing for the levy of taxes for the payment of such 
warrants and bonds and interest thereon; authorizing boards of County 
Commissioners to give effect to the terms of this Act; providing penal- 
ge for the violation of this Act and repealing all Acts in conflict here- 
with.’

House Bill No. 13, introdueecd by Brandjord:

stock industry through the State for many years to come; or buy and 
transport necessary feed for local use; 

THEREFORE be it resolved by the House of Representatives, in 
Extraordinary Session Assembled, the Senate concurring, that the Rail- 
road Administration be requested to furnish free railroad transporta- 
tion to and from Montana points to more favored feeding grounds 
in the middle west. and for php mene of hay and g rain for use of the 
stock growing interest with'n our State;

ring upon said Commission power to require the installation of cleaners 
at all elevators and warehouses and the return of the dockage or an 
equivalent value thereof to the owner; providing for the appointment 
and term of office of the members of said Commission and the Secre- 
tary thereof, and all officers, clerks, enmployees, inspectors and deputy 
inspectors necessary to the carrying on of.the business and the dis- 
charge of the duties of said Commission, and creating a fund to be 
known as the grain grading, inspection and warehousing commission 
fund. under the control of the State Treasurer, out of which fund all 
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saiaries and expenses of said Commission, its agents, officers, clerks, 
inspectors and employes shall be paid, and providing for an appropria- 
tion out of any funds in the public treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
to carry on the preliminary work of the commission, until the fund 
created under the provisions of this act are available.”

- CONSIDERATION OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND 


SENATE. 


The following communications were received from the Governor: 
August 1, 1919. 
Honorable O. W. Belden, Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
Helena, Montana. 

Dear Sir: A communication from the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners of the State of Montana, relative to the failure of the Sixteenth 
Legislative Assembly. to make appropriation for navigation inspector, 
is respectfully referred to the Legislative Assembly for appropriate 
consideration.

Dear Sir: As you will recall, the Commission notified you March 
13, 1919, that the Legislature had failed to make an appropriation for 
the salary of navigation inspector under the jurisdiction of th’s Com- 
mission. Since that time no inspections of the boats and ferries within 
the State of Montana have been made, and the Commission has issued 
no licenses to boats, ferries, captains or pilots. 

Within the past four or five months we have received a large num- 
ber of complaints having reference to the violation of the navigation 
laws of the state and we have been powerless to order any inspections 
on aceount of net having available the services of an inspector. As 
an illustrat on, we desire to cite an instance which has been called to 
our attention where a gasoline launch has been operated on Swan 
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Lake without providing itself with the nescessary equipment. ‘The 
launch has been carrying fifteen or more logging laborers back and 
~ forth on the lake and the boat has never carried more than three or 
four life-preservers. Another instance was brought to our attention by 
the County Commissioners of Valley County where a ferry, in an unsafe 
condition, has been operated across the Missouri River at Lismas. 

The above are just a few of many cases which might be cited. 

The inspector who was formerly employed by the Commission is 
an old captain and is thoroughly experienced. and reliable in every. 
respect. We think we can secure his services at the rate of $100 per 
month and in that event the appropriation required for his compensa- 
tion during the remaining time of the biennial period would be ap- 
proximately $1,800 or $1,900, and it is our opinion that the license fees 
paid into this office will be sufficient to cover a very large part, if 
not all, of this expenditure. : 

We respectfully request. that you recommend to the Legislature 
that an appropriation be made for the employment of a navigation in- 
spector so that the navigation laws of the state may be properly admin- 
istered by this Commission. : . .

The State Efficiency and Trade Commission has made to me a par- 
tial report of the activities of that body since its creation. A copy of 
that report is herewith transmitted for your information. eset 

In my general message to you at the beginning of the session, I 
called your attention to the Commission’s desire for a constitutional 
amendment. The same is supplemented in this report: However, I am 
submitting the report to you in order that you may have an opportunity 
to take such action as may be deemed expedient in the matter of alleged 
profiteering, price fixing and trade control.

Sir: The State Efficiency & Trade Commission created by the 16th 
Legislative Assembly of Montana begs leave at this time to make a 
partial report. - . 

It is, perhaps, unnecessary for us to recount the fact that this 
Commission is charged under the law with the performance of a dual 
function, namely; the investigation of the departments, bureaus and 
boards of the State Government, making recommendations for their 
consolidation and more efficient administration; secondly charged by 
the law with an investigation into the cost and selling prices of articles 
of merchandise, commodities and products which are necessary to sus- 
tain life. We will at once say that our work along both of these lines 
is still incomplete. We have not completed our investigations and we 
do not now profess to present any definite conclusions: we can merely 
report the progress we have made. In our final report the matters 
here barely touched upon will be fully elaborated. 

In our investigation of the administrative agencies for doing the 
State’s work, we started with an examination into every office and 
nearly every institution of the State. We have had a complete survey 
of the State offices and departments made with the assistance of legal 
advice, whereby we were enabled to study the functions of the several 
state offices and departments and have before us a concise digest of 
the laws under which they operate. We have under preparation the 
draft of a bill by means of which—if enacted into law—greater super- 
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vision over the. fiscal affairs of the state will be obtained. The pro- 
posed legislation will provide for a Board of Administration which will 
have control over the aduit of claims against the state, the purchase 
of supplies, the erection of buildings, the preparation of the budget as 
well as control over the charitable and penal institutions of the state. 
The creation of the board of administration will relieve the board of 
examiners of nearly all the duties now delegated to it. We feel con- 
vinced the operation of the proposed board of administration will, pro- 
te dais and result in the saving. of large sums of money for 
the stale 


- We.soon: found, atte ocaniceyenne with several legal authorities, 
that there were certain constitutional provisions which were-obstacles 
to the immediate enactment of.such.a bill into, law. We have felt it 
necessary to-prepare a way for the re-organization of the State offices, 
boards and:bureaus by recommending a constitutional amendment. We 
have had a draft for this proposed amendment prepared and it is sub- 
mitted herewith. We felt that it was high!y essential that the pro- 
posed changes rest upon a sound constitutional foundation, so that the 
operation of the board. contemplated could not be questioned. This 
proposed amendment is recommended to the careiul consideration of 
the Legislative Assembly. 


We. are at this time engaged in the preparation of a complete plan 
for a budget, such as is required by the provisions of the law enacted 
by the 16th Legislative Assembly.:. Kor this purpose we have obtained 
expert help from Chicago and have had in consultation with us Mr. J. 
B. Tanner of the firm of Tanner, Gilman & Ellis of Chicago who are 
efficiency experts. We have done this with the consent of the State 
Board of Examiners who are, by the provisions of the law, charged with 
the work of prepar:ng a budget. By means of the pr oposed budget plan 
the Legislative Assembly will have before it al the next regular session 
a complete schedule of the income of the State derived from all 
sources; the anticipated income; the amounts which have been appro- 
priated ‘to every state office, department or bureau; an analysis of the 
purposes for which these appropriations were made; an estimate of 
the requirements for the coming biennial period and all increases in 
requirements indicated in bold faced figures. A copy of this budget 
will be placed in the hand of every member of the Legislative Assem- 
bly, and we believe that the 17th Legislative Assembly, will, for the 
first time, be in possession of facilities for obtaining a thorough and 
comprehensive grasp of the work done by the Government and the 
cost. thereof. We believe that. this will be of inestimable value to the 
Legislative Assembly. 

It was the plan of this Commission to complete. its investigation 
of the operation of the State offices and other administrative agencies 
before entering upon the task of investigating the costs and prices of 
the necessaries of life; Our work, with reference to the reorganization 
ef State departments, was practically completed some ten days ago. Our 
plan contemplated after the completion of this work, to devote our en- 
tire time up to November tst to the consideration ‘of matters pertain- 
ing to the cost of living. Already some work has been done along this 
line and evidence has been taken: Hearings were held at Billings, Miles 
City, Bozeman, Great Falls, Deer Lodge, Roundup, Butte and Harlowton; 
merchants were cited to appear before the Commission and submit to 
the inspection of the members of the Commission a statement indicating 
their stock of merchandise; their expenses, their gross profits, net 
profits and other data found in a complete financial statement. The 
Commission made as careful an analysis of the expense accounts of 
these business houses as was possible by close and careful question- 
ing of the witnesses. Expenses were segregated into rent, salaries, 
general operating expenses and so on. Costs of merchandise and sell- 
ing price were examined into. All testimony taken by the Commis- 
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sion was taken in shorthand and has since been transcribed. The mem- 
bers of the Commission were soon impressed, not only with the magni- 
tude but. also with the complexity of the questions regarding which in- 
formation was required. The very limited time which the Commis- 
sion has been able to devote to this subject has been entirely insuffi- 
cient to make a thorough study of the problems presented, or to reach 
definite conclusions. It is assumed that in charging us with this task, 
the Legislative Assembly expected us not only to make a thorough 
and comprehensive investigation into the matter and to give to the 
solution of the problem most deliberate thought, but also to embody the 
result of our investigation in specific recommendations for appropri- 
ate Legislative action. 


It is a matter of regret to the Commission that it has been prevented 
from fulfilling this expectation during the short period of time which 
conditions have allowed it to devote to this matter. The extraordinary 
session of the legislature was entirely unexpected until the proclama- 
tion convening the same was issued. The Commission felt it incum- 
bent immediately thereafter to prosecute the work of examining into 
the high cost of commodities with greater diligence. In response to 
urgent requests, the Commission at once began hearings in the city of 
Butte. We found that thorough understanding of the conditions ex- 
isting in that city and the detection of possible abuses that may be prac- 
tised there would require hearings extending through a period of sev- 
eral weeks time, The limited extent of our investigation in the city 
of Butte does not justify us at this time to reach any final conclusion 
ox to pronounce judgment respecting the conditions alleged to exist 
there. 


While we have no specific recommendations to make at this time, 
we yet feel that we may very appropriately direct attention to some 
of the underlying causes operating to produce the high cost of manu- 
factured commodities. The rapid advance in the cost. of raw materials 
is well understood. We are familiar with the prices which are quoted 
and paid to the producer of wool, wheat, corn, cotton and hogs. We 
know that labor is receiving well deserved and honestly earned in- 
crease in wages, Advance in the production cost of manufactured 
commodities is inevitable owing to the operation. of these causes. What 
fairness compels us to say, every thoughtful observer will. agree to, 
namely; that advancing cost’ to consumer is not altogether due to 
greater profits exacted by distributors and retailers. It may be true 
that some unscrupulous dealers have taken advantage of the situation. 
How widespread this evil is, assuming that it exists, we at this time 
unable to say, but we do feel that it exists.. We cannot ascribe it to 
this cause a predominate place in determining high prices. It may be 
an important factor in some localities and wherever and whenever 
if can be shown to exist it should be checked and punished. 


Many complaints regarding the prices demanded for fruit and 
vegetables were made to this Commission. Our limited investigation 
along this line disclosed a condition with which the consuming pub- 
lic is not familiar. It was discovered that the producers of fruit and 
green vegetables are thoroughly organized, the organizations being 
well known, like the California Fruit Growers Association which hand- 
les a large part of the citrus fruits produced in California, the owners 
of the orange groves being members of the Association. Then we find 
a similar association of walnut growers. The importation of bananas 
is a monopoly of the United Fruit Company which operates the lines 
of steamers in which they are transported. Everywhere in California. 
Oregon, Washington and in this State the actual growers of fruit and 
vegetables are organizezd into associations and exchanges for the pur- 
pose of marketing their crops economically and profitably. The as- 
sociations are the first link in the chain that extends from the farm or 
orchard to the consumers table. The succeeding links being a power- 
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ful and well organized distributing company, a broker, a commission 
house and finally the retailer. The great distributing company con- 
tracts for the entire production of a commodity, for example Hood 
River strawberries. Through the chain of intermediaries the product 
finally reaches the retailer and every step in the distribution adds to 
the cost. If these added costs were always a legitimate charge for ser- 
vice performed, nobody could justly complain; but we find that the 
several companies taking part in this distribution are often the same 
people or concern operating or masquerading under different names, : 
controlling distribution through a system of interlocking Ownership of 
the several corporations involved in the process. They are thus in a 
position to control both supply and price. The business thus carried 
on is interstate’ business and can be controlled only by the United 
States government. Action by the Federal Government to regulate this 
traffic ‘should be strongly recommended. 

While we have no direct evidence upon the subject of combinations 
of cOmmission men’ and wholesalers operating within the State, it has 
been said that such combinations exist. If: our statutes do not per- 
mit the punishment of the members of such combinat:ons organized for 
the purpose of controlling supply and crushing out competition, a 
law should be enacted whereby those entering into such an agreement, 
either tacit or explicit, could be punished and free competition es- 
tablished. Our investigation along this line has not gone sufficiently 
far to justify us in making a recommendation based upon our own 
conclusions.

Mr. President: Your Committee on crop conditions in the State 
beg leave to submit the following partial report: Re 

Mr. Greenfield, Secretary of Agriculture of the State estimates the 
wheat crop of the State for 1919 to be about Seven Million bushels. He 
bases this upon the estimate given him by Mr. Bailey of the McCauH- 
Dinsmore Grain Company. Mr. Bailey’s estimate two weeks ago was 
Fifteen Million bushels but he reports that where he expected to buy 
carloads of grain he will buy bushels. . President Atkinson of the 
Agriculture College at. Bozeman estimates the wheat crop to be about 
Eight Million Bushels or about one-sixth of normal crop. Most of this 
is winter wheat and wheat raised on irrigated lands. It does not, there- 
fore, signify that the returns for spring wheat will be one-sixth of a 
normal crop. 

Oats are reported very light. with few good prospects in the State. 
Owing to shortage of water for irrigation the alfalfa crop will be be- 
low normal and other hay very scarce. Some are already feeding 
hay to their stock due to the burned up condition of their pastures. 
This will further increase the shortage of feed for winter use. 

Some idea of the crop conditions may be gained from a survey made 
by the Agriculture college through the county agents and farm bureaus 
of the State. Questionairs were sent out to the farmers of Cascade, 
Choteau, Custer, Fergus, Hill, Mussellshell, Phillips, Pondera, Prairie, 
Richland, Sheridan, Stillwater, Teton, Toole and Valley Counties ask- 
ing information concerning live stock, feed and the possibility of re- 
maining on their farms for another year. Out of 6360 replies received 
3800 or about 50% declared it would be necessary for them to leave their 
farms temporarily and 782 permanently. 

In conference with Chancellor Elliot, Secretary Greenfield and 
President Atkinson it was assumed from reports received from various 
counties that at least Twenty Thousand farmers would require assist- 
ance if they were to remain on their farms during 1920. The number of 
Federal Seed Loans to farmers for spring planting in 1919 was 5230 a 
total of $1,847,360.00. Seed grain for twenty thousand farmers would, 
therefore, amount to about seven million dollars. This would not in- 
clude feed and other necessary expenses.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. L. 
Introduced by Slattery and Lowe. 


~ A Memorial to the Congress of the United States for amendment of 
the Act of Congress, approved May 30th, 1908, opening for entry and 
settlement, under the land laws of the United States, the Fort Peck In- 
lian Reservation. 
Your memorialists, members of the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly 
of the State of Montana, in extraordinary session ° assembled, the Senate 
and House concurring respectfully. represent: 


WHEREAS, under and pursuant to the provisions of the Act of 
Congress, approved May 30, 1908, opening to settlement and entry, under 
the land laws of the United States, lands formerly within the Fort 
Peck Indian Reservation, in the State of Montana, settlement and entry 
have been made by a large number of actual bona fide settlers who 
have made the inilial payment required under said Act of Congress, 
and have cultivated said lands as required by the land laws of the 
United States; and 


WHEREAS, said Act of Congress, in opening for settlement and 
entry said lands, provides that entrymen of any of said lands shall pay 
to the government the appraised value thereof in five equal annual pay- 
ments, and that the full appraised value of said lands shall be paid 
before title can be obtained by the entrymen; and 


WHEREAS, said settlers upon said lands, owing to extreme and. un- 
usual drouth conditions existing during the past four years, have been 
unable to. produce remunerative crops of grains or grasses, and all ag- 
ricultural crops upon said lands have been Bie G bolly a total failure 
during said period; and, 


WHEREAS, settlers upon said lands, by reason of fib aforesaid 
failures, are unable to pay the government price for said lands, and are 
unable to continue their residence upon the same, and unless relief is 
granted to them they will be compelled to abandon their homesteads, 
lose their improvements and forfeit the payments heretofore made; and, 


WHEREAS, owing to said faiures of crops, and owing to the fact 
that title to said lands cannot be acquired until the full appraised value 
thereof is paid, the settlers aforesaid are unable to obtain credit for 
the necessities of life, and because of lack of title are unable to borrow 
money with which to sustain themselves; and 

WHEREAS, if said lands were subject to the provisions of the Home- 
stead Laws, where title could be obtained without payment of the ap- 
praised value, these settlers could obtain credit, and could readily 
borrow money with which to sustain life and continue the cultivation 
of their homesteads. 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Senate of the Sixteenth 
Legislative Assembly, in extraordinary session assembled, the House of 
Representatives concurring, that we hereby petition the Congress of the 
United States to amend the Act of Congress, approved May 30, 1908, to 
the end that no payments be required from entrymen of ‘lands within 
the territory formerly the Fort Peck Indian Reservation, and that set- 
tlers and entrymen upon said land he required only to comply with the 
homestead and desert land laws of the United States.

Your attention is called tq the matter that you may have an 
opportunity to relieve the situation by authorizing an increase of com- 
pensation for farm land appraisers. — 

Attention has been directed to the fact that grasshoppers have taken 
the crops in some parts of the State. Next year will probably witness 
a recurrence and some provision should be made for fighting the pests 
and guarding against such destruction as obtained this year. 

The Senator from Mineral County has urged that the Legislature 
be given an opportunity to correct an apparent clerical error in the 
description of the territory within the limits of which elk may be killed 
at certain seasons of the year. He says a clerical error was made in 
the bill and that as a result, before the next regular session of the Leg- 
islature is held, a large consignment of elk, shipped into Mineral County 
at the expense of the State and the sportsmen, will be exterminated.

SENATE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 4. 
, Introduced by Donlan. 


To the Honorable Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States in Congress Assembled: 

Whereas, prices of staple articles of trade, under the stimulus of 
the abnormal relationship of supply and demand existing during the 
war, advanced to abnormally high levels; and 

Whereas speculators, in combination with producers and dealers in 
such staple articles. of trade, are in many instances maintaining prices 
to those abnormally high levels, by artificial mears not based upon the 
economic laws~ of supply and demand, but’ made possible by sympa- 
thetic groups of such speculators possessed of large resources and in 
control of sufficiently large percentages of the total supply of such 

staple articles of trade to arbitrarily fix the market prices of such ar- 
ticles: and - 

Whereas, the ag eregate profits. being so exacted. of the ultimate 
consumer of such staple articles.of trade, is unconscionable, unjust 
and oppressive; and 

Whereas, it has long been accepted as within the province of ee 
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governments to prohibit the exaction of unconscionable profits on 
money loaned as the medium of trade; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved, that the Sixteenth Legislative As- 
sembly of the State of Montana assembled in extraordinary session, 
does petition the Congress of the United States to prohibit by law the 
exaction of such unconscionable profits on staple. articles of interstate 
commerce; that persons and corporations engaged in interstate busi- 
ness be licensed by the United States Government, to carry on such in- 
terstate business that the annual net profits legally chargeable by such 
persons and corporations from such commerce be limited to a fair ag- 
gregate profit, based upon the reasonable and economic production 
cost of the article delivered to the ultimate consumer, as modified by 
the risk involved in the trade and prior losses of the trader in the busi- 
ness; and, to this end, that the Congress of the United States, either 
directly or through a commission to be by it created, fix the maximum 
aggregate profits legally chargeable by the producer, middleman and 
retailer, upon the various classes of articles of such interstate com- 
merce. | 

Be it further resolved, that the Secretary of State be and he is 
hereby directed to transmit copies of this memorial, duly authenticated, 
to each of the Senators and Representatives in Congress from the State 
of Montana.

CONSIDERATION. OF MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR AND 

SENATE. - 5 Snack 

The following message was received from the Governor and upon 
motion of Higgins was referred to Committee.on Judiciary: fein 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, Helena, Montana. 

In the message submitted to the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly at 
the beginning of the regular session, the matter of increasing the num- 
ber of Justices of the Supreme Court. was submitted to the Assembly 
for consideration. Agreement was not reached as.to the: form the 
bill should take. and as a result the increase was not made. I pointed 
out to you at that time the necessity for the increase. Such necessity 
is even more urgent at this time than it was six months ago. Three 
members of the Supreme Court are unable to keep up. with the work,. 
and as a result they are falling farther and farther behind. The matter 
is again brought to your attention with the suggestion that the situa- 
. tion be relieved by the passage of appropriate legislation. 

In order that there may be no misunderstanding about the matter,

vour attention is respectfully d rected to the following provisions of the 
ee ee the State of Montana. Section 5 of Article VIII pro- 
vides: : 

“The Supreme Court shall consist of three justices,—and the leg- 
islative assembly shall have the power to increase the number of said 
justices to not. less nor more than five, * * *” 

“There shall be elected at the first general election, provided for 
by this constitution, one chief justice and two associate justices of the 
supreme court. At said first election the chief justice shall be elected 
to hold his office until the general election in the year one thousand 
eight hundred ninety-two (1892), and one of the associate justices to 
hold office until the general election in the year one thousand e ght 
hundred ninety-four (1894), and the other associate justice to hold his 
office until the general election in the year one thousand eight hundred 
ninety-six (1896), and each shall hold until his successor is elected and 
qualified. The terms of office of said justices, and which one shall 
be chief justice, shall at the first and all subsequent elections be desig- 
nated by ballot. After said: first election one chief justice or one as- 
sociate justice shall be elected at the general election every two years, 
eommencing in the year one thousand eight hundred ninety-two (1892), 
and if the legislative assembly shall increase the number of justices 
to five, the first terms of-office of such additional justices shall be 
fixed by law in such manner that at least one of the five justices 
shall be elected every two years. * * *” 

This Assembly was not the first to give consideration to the matter 
of increasing the membership of the Supreme Court. The subject has 
been before Assemblies with more or less insistence for at least a dozen 
vears. A controversy has arisen as to the terms, method of appoint- 
ment and other matters incident to the details of putting the increase 
into effect. To my mind it. is perfectly evident that the framers of the 
Constitution intended that when the time should come when an increase 
in the Supreme Court membership was necessary, the increase should 
be as provided in Section 5 of Article VIII, “to not less nor more than 
five.” In other words, the membership cannot be increased to four 
and cannot be increased to more than five. That much is plain. 

It must not be forgotten that the Constitution of the State of Mon 
tana was adopted in 1889 and that the terms of the original members 
of the Supreme Court were fixed to expire in 1892, in 1894 and in 1896 
respectively, it being the evident intention to make it impossible to re- 
create the Court at any one given election. There was added a provision 
in said Section to the effect that “if the legislative assembly shall in- 
crease the number of justices to five, the first. terms of office of such 
additional justices shall be fixed by law in such manner that at least 
one of the five justices shall be elected every two years.” 

A careful reading of this provision seems to indicate beyond ques- 
tion that the Constitution intended that not more than two justices 
should be elected at any given election after the court was increased 
to five, so that thereby there might be retained the same safeguard 
that prevailed under the system of electing but one of three while the 
membership remained as originally fixed. In my opinion, in the light 
of these constitutional provisions, it is your duty to create two addi- 
tional Supreme Court Justiceships, and that you should do exactly 
what the Constitution says you should do; that is, fix the terms so that 
taken in conjunction with the original membership, not more than two 
will be elected at any one general election. In other words, you should 
provide that one of the additional justices shall be elected for a full 
six-year term at the general election in 1920, and that the other one of 
them shall be elected for a like six-year term at the general election in 
4922. There can be no excuse for assigning any terms other than I have 
indicated. a See | 

It has been suggested that the two additional justices shauld be 
respectively elected at the 1922 and the 1924 general elections and that 
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in the meantime appointments be in some manner made to fill the 
places from the time of the approval of the bill creating the positions 
until said general elections. It does not seem to me that this plan is 
fair or reasonable. It seems plain that it’ was intended that the people 
should elect the justices at general elections, and at as early a date as 
possible. The earliest times under the terms of the Constitution, as I 
view it, are as hereinbefore indicated. 

The trouble has arisen over the matter of filling the vacancies from 
the time of the passage of the bill until the people themselves at gen- 
eral elections select men of their own choice. The general rule of 
course, obtains that the Governor shall. make appointments to fill all 
existing vancancies, usually by and with the consent and approval of the 
State Senate. The contention has been advanced m this matter that 
both additional judges must be elected at the next general election. if 
the Governor makes the appointments. I ean see no force in this 
argument. The provisions of the Constitution already cited remove this 
case from the general rule under the Constitution that appointments 
shall obtain only until the next general election. That is a general 
rule invoked under general provisions of the Constitution. This mat- 
ter, coming under the special provisions of the Constitution, is in my 
opinion absolutely controlled by that special provision. 

In the past, bills have been introduced in various assemblies creat- 
ing the additional judicial positions and naming individuals to fill them. 
This has been done upon the theory that the position is created and 
the appointment thus made simultaneously and that as a result no 
vacancy exists and the rule just mentioned is thereby obviated. No 
one contends that the Assembly has broader powers in the matter of 
appointments than the Governor. The only argument, therefore, that 
can be advanced to sustain the contention is that there is never a 
vacancy because of the fact that the same bill created the positions 
and fills them. It certainly cannot be held that the appointments may 
be made by: the legislature or the Governor or by any other agency 
_ until the positions are created. Any bill creating the positions, even 
though it seeks to nominate men to fill the places, must first create 
the places before they are subject to be filled by anyone. A bill does 
not become a law by sections, like a freight train passing a station— 
car by car—but the whole measure comes into being at one time by the 
signature of the Governor or the expiration of time. No one would ser- 
iously contend that the Governor by so placing the enrolled bill and an 
instrument of appointment as to enable him to attach his signature to 
both at the same time, could evade a general rule applicable to such 
matters. If might be physically possible that the Governor, if ambidex- 
trous, could sign the bill approving the law with one hand and the ap- 
pointment with the other and complete the signatures at the same in- 
stant; and you would then have exactly the same condition as that ad- 
vanced by those who seek to insert the names of the appointees in 
the bill. 

It must not be forgotten that. men are not immediately clothed w th 
official authority upon their designation either by the Legislature 
or the Governor. It remains for them to take the oath of office and 
.gualify, so that you cannot shoot fullfledged jurists out of either the 
Legislature or the Governor’s office by a mere stroke of the pen. 

In my opinion the arguments and contentions mentioned are highly 
technical and are of the sort that have tended to make the laity sus- 
picious of lawyers. Doubtless these arguments have been advanced in 
good faith in some instances. In other instances there may have been 
political reasons behind them. However, the fact remains that as a 
result of these contentions the relief sought has not come to the Supreme 
Court.. In times past executive expression of views on the guestion 
of the division of authority between the Legislative and Executive 
branches of the State Government has been fully set forth and is now 
well known to you. I see no reason to recede from the position se 
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taken by my ‘predecessors and by me. There is certainly no legal rea- 
son in my opinion why appointments made by the Legislature can 


have more v.rtue or longer life than appointments made by the Gov- 


ernor. That being the case, I am submitting the matter to you with a 
fair and frank statement of my position so that there may be no mis- 
understanding as to the_views and beliefs entertained by the Executive 
of this State in this very important matter. 


Your attention is’ directed to the fact that the State Senate is now 
in session. <A bill providing for confirmation of appointments made by 
the Governor may be passed through the Assembly and approved by the 
Governor so that appointments may be promptly submitted to the State 
Senate for approval or rejection without delay. The Senate is a repre- 
sentative body of men selected from all the Counties of the State and 
at the moment the majority of that body happens to be of a different 
political faith from that of the Governor. I have full confidence in the 
membership of the Senate and no one can seriously assert that an un- 
worthy nomination or appointment would be approved by that body.

Whereas, the Aanconda Copper Mining Co., realizing that the wages 
paid their employees was insufficient, on account of the World’s 
War, having materially increased the cost of living, have granted us a 
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substantial increase of pay, which has been accepted me the members of 
this Union. 

_ We believe that we should guard against, and resist any attempt 
of the Minority of the citizens, who seek by exploitation to extort from 
us under the guise of business transactions, the full amount of in- 
creased wages, “which we receive. 

Such practice in the past, has been responsible for nearly all the 
unrest in this community, and has very nearly caused serious trouble 
in nearby sections of this state. 

Whereas, we believe that a wage earner should be allowed to save 
a fair percentage of his salary, — for a “rainy day,” or to educate his 
children, and be relieved of that constant fear of being a public charge 
in his old age. 

We endorse the price investigation as carried on in Butte, and the 
action of a just Mayor, in full sympathy with labor, in establishing a 
public market, and revoking peddlers licenses. 

We believe that if the practice of exploitation in the necessities 
of life, is contemplated or pursued in the future, that the large employers 
of labor will render us such assistance as will be necessary, and equit- 
able in procuring and distributing such necessaries of life, without pay- 
ing unreasonable profits to private individuals; especially middle men, 
who serve neither the producer or the consumer in a just or fair 
manner.

COMMUNICATIONS FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


The following communication was received ‘and read: 

August 6th, 1919. 
The Speaker of the House of Representatives, Helena, Montana. 

It is not my purpose to unnecessarily hold the Legislative As- 
sembly in session. [ have consistentiy refused to put many matters up 
to you. In fact, hundreds of suggestions, applications and urgent ap- 
peals have come to the Governor’s office urging that various matters 
deemed of an emergent character by the individuals who suggest their 
consideration at this time, be’ put up ‘to the legislature. I have only 
taken two classes of subjects: First, matters of emergency, however 
important they might be; and, second, matters of mere detail requiring 
legislative corrective enactments. 

There is one important matter that has been suggested to me that 
I deem emergent enough to justify your consideration, even though it 
should hold you in session a little longer than otherwise. Copsistent, 
persistent and convincing reports have comé’°to me to the efiect that 
the prohibition law is being openly violated in certain counties, par- 
ticularly in certain cities, of the State of Montana. Public officials 
claim that thev are unable to enforce the law because they have no 
funds available with which to gather evidence. IT am unable to under- 
stand why public officials cannot, if they will go after the matter 
vigorously enough, get the evidence in the usual course taken by of- 
ficials in enforcing ordinary statutes. However, in order that there 
may be no alibis and no excuses for lack of law enforcement in this 
most important matter, I'am calling it to your attention, that you may 
give cons:deration at this time to the claims of those who assert that 
there must be a special fund created either by appropriation or by con- 
verting fines collected for violations of the prohibitory law into a fund 


for law enforcement.

REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 


The following report from the Select Committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the status of the Primary Laws was received and read: 


To the President of the Senate. and Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives of the State of Montana: 

We. your Jo*nt Committee. selected and directed to inguire into 
the facts. circumstances and stafus of the Primary Laws of the State 
of Montana. and especially Chapter 113. Acts of the Sixteenth Leg'sla- 
tive Assemblv. amending the direct primary law. enacted in the vear 
4912. which Chapter 113 is known and designated as Referendum Mea- 
sure No. 12 and which provided for the submission thereof to the 
people of the State of Montana for ther approval or rejection at a 
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special election to be held on Tuesday, the 2nd day of September, 
1919, beg leave to submit the following report: 

Three political parties contested in Montana in the general elec- 
tion of 1918, the Republican and Democratic parties, and the recently 
conceived so-called National Party. | 

The operation of the present primary law, during the years it had 
been in force prior to the election of 1918, resulted in so much com- 
plaint being made of the interference by others than members of the 
party in the primary of the party, and of the expense attendant upon 
holding two primary elections in a presidential year, and criticism di- 
rected to other features of the law had become so general that the 
Republican party in its convention he'd in Helena on September 9th, 
1918, declared in its platform as follows: 

“Believing in the fundamental principle of the primary system, we 
yet recognize the manifest imperfections in the present primary law, 
and its complex and cumbersome provisions demand that it be amended. 
We express ourselves, therefore, as being in favor of such amend- 
ments to the law as will allow each political party to control its own 
party deliberations and allow truer expression of party preferences and 
permit an operation less cumbersome and expensive.” 

The Democratic party also paid heed to the criticisms which were 
directed to these unsatisfactory provisions of the primary law, and 
at its state convention held a few days later, declared in its platform 
on the subject of the primary, as follows: 

“Realizing that the present State Primary Law is cumbersome, 
expensive and ineffective, we would urge that the coming leg'slative 
session members of all parties represented in that. body strive to find 
a common meeting ground for curing the defects of the present law 
without. interfering with the principle of the primary system.” 

The so-called National Party did not hold a State Convention, nor 
adopt a platform. It entered the primary with one candidate for a 
State office, but the names of certain candidates for state and legisla- 
tive positions on the Republican and Democratic tickets were written 
in the National ticket in a few precincts, and so it emerged from the 
primary with a candidate for the United States Senate who had just 
made a strenuous effort to obtain the Republican nomination for the 
same office, and with two congressional candidates acquired from the 
same source, and in the same manner, and with legislative tickets in 
many counties, consisting of candidates who had been contesting for 
like positions in the Republican and Democratic primaries. 

The so-called National party candidates coming into the political 
field in this manner, through the rear or back door entrance, did not hold 
a convention and adopt a platform containing the political principles 
advocated by it. But. as the ticket, with the one exception stated, was 
composed of those who had so recently sought nominations from the 
older political organizations, it is to be presumed that the candidates 
of that party held the same ideas as to the necessity of amending the 
primary law announced by the older political organizations from which 
they had so recently sought nominations. 

Pursuant to State platform pledges, this legislative assembly com- 
posed entirely of members elected upon either the Republican or Demo- 
cratic ticket, and with only the thought in mind of redeeming the 
promises so made to the people in their partv platforms, and after care- 
ful thought and due deliberation enacted Chapter 113 of the Session 
Laws of the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly, amending the present 
Primary law in several particulars. 

The principal changes sought to be made by the amendments con- 
tained in Chapter 113 were the substitution of what is known as the 
“closed” for the “open” primary, and the selection of State. congres- 
sional and judicial candidates by a State convention to be composed of 
delegates elected from each county by the direct vote of the people at 
the primaries. 
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The bill so enacted, and now known as Chapter 113 of the Session 
Laws, was drafted after joint mectings of the committee of both houses 
of the Legislative Assembly, composed of Democrats and Republicans, 
and was the result of their deliberations and was drafted with full 
knowledge on the part of the members of the Legislative Assembly that 
the primary system in principle must be preserved. The Assembly 
realized that to refer the proposed amendments to the people to be 
voted upon at a special election would enable them to decide upon such 
amendments, without having the question confused or obscured by be- 
ing voted upon at a general election, where a multitude of other im- 
portant questions, and the seiection of many candidates for various 
offices might tend to preclude a careful consideration of the law so 
submitted. These proposed amendments were by the Legis!ature or- 
dered referred to the people to be voted upon at an election to be held 
throughout the State on September 2nd, 1919. 

After the submission of the proposed amendments, objections arose 
to that portion of the proposed measure providing for the nomination 
of State, congressional and Judicial candidates by State Conventions 
and interested persons circulated petitions in various counties, which 
they termed referendum petitions, with the avowed purpose of prevent- 
ing the holding of the election, and the expression of the popular will 
upon the proposed amendments until after the primary election of 1920. 

The Secretary of State, upon the filing of said petitions, sought the 
advice of the Attorney General of the State, who advised him not to 
proceed further with said special election, writing and delivering to 
him an opinion to that effect. 

Your Committee has given study to the provisions of the Consti- 
tution vesting the Legislative authority of the State in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, and reserving the powers of the Initiative and Referen- 
dum to the people, and the provisions of the Constitution in this re- 
gard seemed to us quite clear and plain. A study of the Constitution 
of the State shows that the Legislative powers of the State is vested in 
two law-making departments, the Legislative Assembly and the people 
themselves, who have reserved the right to initiate laws, and to refer to 
the people those laws which the Legislative Assembly may enact. 

Section 1 of Article 5 of the Constitution provides, that the Legis- 
lative authority of the State shall be vested in a Legislative Assembly, 
and then further provides that the people reserve to themselves cer- 
tain law-making powers, which are divided into two classes, namely, 
the right to initiate the right to refer. The right to refer “may be 
crdered either by petition, * * * or by the Legislative Assembly, as 
other bills are enacted.” i 
These provisions are found in’ Section 1, Article 5 of the Consti- 
tution of the State, which Section provides, among other things, as 
follows: 

“The first power reserved by the people is the initiative and eight 
per cent. of the legal voters of the state shall be required to propose any 
measure by petition; provided, that two-fifths of the whole number of 
the counties of the State must each furnish as signers of said petition 
eight per cent. of the legal voters in such county, and every such peti- 
tion shall include the full text of the measure so- proposed, Initiative 
petitions shall be filed with the Secretary of State, not less than four 
months before the election at which they are to be voted upon. 

The second power is the referendum, and it may be ordered either 
by petition signed by five per cent. of the legal voters of the State; pro- 
vided, that two-fifths of the whole number of the counties of the State 
must each furnish as signers of said petition five per cent. of the lezat 
voters in such county, or, by the legislative assembly as other bills are 
enacted. 

Referendum petitions shall be filed with the Secretary of State, 
not later than six months after the final adjournment of the session of 
the Legislative Assembly which passed the bill on which the referendum 
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is demanded. The veto power of the governor shall not extend to mea- 
sures referred to the. people by the Legislative Assembly or by initia- 
tive referendum petitions.” 

All elections on measures referred to the people of the state shall be 
had at the biennial regular general election, except when the legislative 
assembly, by a majority vote, shall order a special election. Any mea- 
sure referred to the people sha!l still be in full force and effect unless 
such petition be signed by fifteen per cent. of the legal voters of a ma- 
jority of the whole number of the counties of the state, in which case 
the law shall be inoperative until such time as it shall be passed upon 
at an election, and the result has been determined and declared as pro: 
vided by law. 

It will thus be seen that while the legislative authority of the state 
is vested in the legislative assembly in the first instance, the people 
have reserved to themselves the power to initiate legislation to be 
voted upon by them, and the power to have referred to them Acts of the 
Legislative Assembly, (other than certain specified Acts which are ex- 
cepted from the operation of the referendum by the provisions of. the 
Constitution). 

Acts of the Legislative Assembly acoerdinge to the clear provision 

of the Constitution may be referred to the people either upon the filing 
of certain petitions by a specified percentage of the legal voters of the 
State, or by the Legislative Assembly itself. 
. It, of course, is clearly a matter of indifference to the people 
whether a law upon which they desire to vote shall be referred to them 
pursuant to petitions filed for that. purpose, or by an act of the Legisla- 
tive body itself. 

The purpose of the referendum provisions of the Constitution is 
clearly to permit the people to adopt or reject at the polls the proposed 
law thus referred. And so jealously have the peonle of the State 
guarded their rights to initiate and have measures referred to them, 
that. they have provided in the same section of the Constitution. that 
“the veto power of the Governor shall not extend to measures referred 
to the people by. the Legislative Assembly, or by initiative referendum 
petitions.” It will be seen that the Constitution provides that five per 
cent. of the legal voters of the state may petition and cause a Legis- 
lative act to be referred to the people, but that the measure so re- 
ferred shall be in full force and effert unless the petition for its refer- 
ence be signed by fiftéen per cent of the legal voters of a majority of 
the whole number of counties in the State, in which case the law shall 
be inoperative until it shall have been passed upon at “an election.” 

In the instance of the present proposed amendments to the primary 


law, the Legislative Assembly itself provided that the Act should not 
become effective unless by a majoritv vote of the people, if should be 
carried at the election on September 2nd. 1919, and then only after the 
31st of December, 1919. The Act passed by the Legislative Assembly 
was therefore not a law until it should be ratified by the peonle at an 
election to be held for that purpose, and it was so provided in the 
measure, 

Inasmuch as the only purpose of filing referendum petitions are, 
first. to permit the people to vote uvon the adoption or rejection of the 
Legislative Act, and, second, to suspend the operation of Legislative 
acts until the peonle shall have the onvnortunitv to vote upon the same, 
it ig clear that the so-called referendum petitions, which have been 
filed with the Secretary of State as aforesaid. have no place and per- 
form no function with reference to an act such as the proposed amend- 
ments to the primary law, which have been referred to the neonvle in the - 
Act itself: this for the reason that the Act has been referred to the 
people. as the Constitution provides may be done, and the operation of 
the Act has been suspended by the provisions of the Act itself until 
such time as the people shall ratify it at the polls. The proposed law, 
by its provisions, could not become effective until December 31, 1919, 
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after the people would vote and ratify petitions to make the same in- 
operative were useless and of no avail. 

The Constitution of the State declaring that the veto power of the . 
Governor shall not extend to measures referred to the people by initia- 
tive referendum petition, seems to us to be significant. The two words 

“initiative, referendum’ petitions used in connect: on with a bill re- 
ferred by ‘Legislative Assembly, must be construed as being a measure 
proposed (initiated) by the Legislative Assembly as distinguished from 
a law initiated by the people. ‘The Constitution no where provides for, 
or makes inoperative an initiative measure, for the very plain and 
.Simple reason there is nothing to suspend or make inoperative. 

The election provided tor in the proposed law is no part of the law 
itself, but merely incidenial to it, as providing the method by which. _ 
the machinery of the peopie may be put in mvution; in oraer that-they 

may voice their sentiments by approval or rejeciion of- the measure 
itself. The question to be submitted at the election is the adoption 
or rejection of the proposed amendments to the primary law, which the 
Legislative Assembly proposed and referred to ihe people, and not the 
question of whether a special eicction shall be held for the purpose of 
voling thereon.. Any other consiruction sought to be piaced upon these 
provisions of the Constitution wouid be violative not only of the spirit, 
but the p!ain letter of the Constitution relating to the initiative and 
referendum. 

The learned Attorney - Genet in his opinion to the Secretary of 
State denominated such petition as petitions to refer referendum mea- 
sure No. 13. it must be apparent to all that what the Attorney General 
decided was that a double reference of said measure to the people may 
be had—namely—a reference by the legislature itself and a reference 
invoked by petition of the peopie. Sucn double reference of a measure 
is, to say the least, coniusiug and iencs to defeat the very purpose ex- 
pressed in the constitution. 

This being the condi:icn and siatus of the proposed amendments 
to the primary law, we iee: that at the instance of any elector of the 
State, the Secretary of Stale may be compelled by mandamus to per- 
torm his plain duty, and to take the necessary steps to cause the elec- 
t.on of September 2nd, i919, to be held, and it seems clear that if such 
mandamus proceedings should be brought, the court, under the Consti- 
tution, will compel the Secretary of State -to perform his duty, and this 

performance of his duty will result in the holding of the election. But 
as the time for such election is rapidly approaching and the Supreme 
- Court is in summer recess it is very doubtful if mandamus proceedings 
eould be heard and finally determ:ned in time to allow election supplies 
to reach all the voting ‘precincts of the State before the day fixed for 
the electioffi—namely- —September 2nd, 1919. 
‘The deferring of the election until the general election in 1920, is 

a matter to be given due consideration, in view of the fact that on 
account of the unprecedented drouth, not only the revenues of the State 
will be curtailed, but the people will be less able to bear any but the 
most necessary burdens of government, and in this connection, it is 
to be observed that the referendum upon the so-called boxing bill was 
so fixed by the Legislature that it shall be held at the next general, or 
special election, which shall :be held throughout the State of Montana, 
after the passage of the Act, and the election thereon would therefore 
acpi ically be postponed until such general or special election shou'd 

e held. 

- And it appearing that the only objection so far made. and the only 
eriticism thus far directed to any feature of the proposed amendments 
to the primary law, are those made to the substitution of the convention 
method of nominaiing State, Congressional and judicial candidates for 
the direct primary method, and in view of the general sentiment in 
favor of amending the present law so as to preserve party unity and 
integrity, and to save the expense of holding two primaries in Presi- 
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dential election years, and to correct other manifest imperfections in 
the law, we suggest that the Governor be requested to submit to this 
Legislature for its consideration, the question of amending the present 
‘primary law, to the end that should the Legislative Assembly deem it. 
wise to so do, the demand for a closed primary might be met by amend- 
ing the present law, and the revenues of the State be conserved by 
providing that one primary shall be held during presidential years in- 
stead of two expensive primary elections as now provided. 

Another feature of the present law which has caused much dis- 
satisfaction is the alphabetical arrangement of names of candidates 
which many claim give undue advantage, and prominence to the can- 
didate whose name appears at the top of the list. We would suggest 
that if the question of amending the present primary law be submitted 
to this legislature, that this matter be considered. 

If these suggestions of your committee meet with the approval of 
the assembly, it will result. in saving the expense of the election of 
September 2nd, and in saving the expense of an extra primary election 
during presidential years, and will correct the primary law in those 
particulars wherein the people of the State criticise it as being ineffi- 
ecient, unfair, cumbersome and unduly expensive.

Dear Sir: I notice that the old Booth bill is alive again, now as 
House Bill No, 14. These pinheads (drafters of this bill) ought to know 
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that to reduce the high cost of living they must hit the man higher up. 
The retail merchant has a very hard time to get along as it is. At 
least thirty percent of them will perhaps go broke this year, here in- 
Montana. Others will lose hig money. If this bill is passed no merchant 
can exist under it. 

To give you an example, I can tell you that the Chouteau Mercantile 
Company made 5% on its capital last year; this year we will lose more 
than we gained last year. This shows that there is no graft in mer- 
chandising, and if this bill passes we and others will be forced out 
of business. 

Those poor soapheads who introduced such a bill as this are not 
fit to be in an assemb'y of this kind. Any common sense man would 
know that the big graft is to be laid at the doors of the manufacturers 
and jobbers. The poor retail merchant, who has got to dance accord- 
ing to the musie of the manufacturer, the jobber and also the public 
cannot be responsible for the prevailing high prices.

of roads by the counties of our State, thus making it possible to furnish 
employment to those who suffer from the drouth; and, 


WHEREAS, If such work be carried.on upon a large scale it’ wil! 
be necessary to pay for the same by the issuance of municipal and. 
county warrants; and, 

WHEREAS, It is important to provide a ready market at par for 
all such warrants as shall be issued for such purposes, as well as for 
warrants or bonds that shall be issued to rélieve those who suffer 
from such drouth; and, 


WHEREAS, The State Board of Land Commissioners has under its 
control a fund of approximately ten million dollars, in cash and se- 
curities, which can readily be converted into cash; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the State Board of 
Land Commissioners be, and the same is hereby, requested to give ‘con- 
sideration to the proposition of creating a suitable revolving fund that 
shall at all times be available for use in the purchase and sale of all 
of such warrants and bonds and to use said fund for such purpose, and 
that said Board be, and it is hereby, requested to at once do any and 

all other things which it is able to do, and which is not in conflict with 

the law of our State, to encourage such public work by our cities, 
towns and counties, ‘and to aid in the sale of warrants or bonds that 
shall be issued as aforesaid.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had- under’ 
consideration Substitute for Senate Bill No. 14, introduced by Slayton, 
a bill for am Act entitled: “An Act to amend Section 2973, Revised 
Codes of 1907, as amended by Chapter 70 of the laws of the Fourteenth 

Legislative Assembly, and Chapter 76, laws of the Fifteenth Legisla- 
tive Assembly, relating to the classification of counties.” 

Recommend that the same be amended as follows: 

That all of Section 1 of said bill, with all amendments thereto, be 
stricken from the bill and that the following be inserted in lieu thereof: 

Scetion 1. That Section 2973 of the Revised Codes of the State of 
Montana (1907) as amended by Chapter 70 of the laws of the Fif- 
teenth Legislative Assembly be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

“Section 2973. For the purpose of regulating the compensation 
and salaries of al! county officers, not otherwise provided for, and 
for fixing the penalties of officers’ bonds, the several counties of this 
State shall be classified according to that percentage of the true and full 
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valuation of the property therein upon which the tax levy is made, 
as follows: 

First. Class: All Counties having such a taxable valuation of 
Fifty Millions of Dollars or over. 

Second Class: All counties having such a taxable valuation of more 
than Thirty Millions and less than Fifty Million of Dollars. 

Third Class: All counties having such a taxable valuation of more | 
than Twenty Millions and less than Thirty. Millions of Dollars. 

Fourth Class: All counties having such a taxable valuation of 
more than Fifteen Millions and less than Twenty Millions of Dollars. 

Fifth Class: All counties having such a taxable valuation of more 
than Ten Millions and less than Fifteen Millions of Dollars. 

Sixth Class: All counties having such a taxable valuation of more 
than Five Millions and less than Ten Millions of Dollars. 

Seventh Class: All counties having such a taxable valuation of 
less than Five Millions of Dollars. 

Provided. however, that there shall be no reclassification of coun- 
ties until after March 10, 1921, except in counties from which territory 
has been taken by the creation of new counties since January 1, 1919.

Mr. Speaker: I am directed rpg the Senate to advise your Honor- 
able Body that the Committee on Judiciary to whom was referred Sen- 
ate Bill No. 18 introduced by the Judiciary Committee relative to the 
creation of the State Board of Prison Commissioners, creating the Board 
of Examiners and prescribing its powers and duties; authorizing the 
Legislative Assembly to create a board of administration and prescrib- 
ing its powers and duties, etc., made the following report: 

“Having had same under consideration, we respectfully beg leave 
to recommend the following amendments: 

Amend title by striking out in the fourth line of the title, the 
words “creating a board of state prison commissioners.” 

By striking out in the ninth and tenth lines of the title the words 
‘a department of agriculture, a department of labor, a department of 
charities and corrections, and such other departments” and _ substi- 
tuting in lieu thereof the words “such administrative departments.” 

By adding after the word “require” in the eleventh line of said 
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title the words “and in creating such departments, the Legislative 
Assembly may consolidate or abolish any boards, offices and bureaus 
created by statutory law.” 

Amend Section 2 by striking out all of said Section, beginning with 
the fourth line and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 20. ‘The Governor, Secrtary of State and Attorney General 
shall constitute a Board of Examiners, which board shall have general 
supervisory control of the examination and payment of all claims 
against the state, under such regulations as may be prescribed by law. 

The Legislative Assembly may provide for the termopary sus- 
pension of the State Treasurer by the Governor when the board of 
examiners deem such action necessary for the protection of the moneys 
of the State. 

The Legislative Assembly shall have power to provide for the crea- 
tion of a Board of Administration, whose duty it shall be to examine 
and audit all claims against the State, except claims for salaries and 
compensation of officers fixed by law. Such Board of Administration 
shall have power to regulate and control all expenditures of public 
funds and all purchases by state officers, boards, departments and 
bureaus, and perform such other duties-as may be prescribed by law. 
No claims against the state, except for salaries and compensation of 
officers fixed by law, shall be passed upon by the Legislative Assembly, 
without first having been considered and acted upon by the said Board: 
of Administration. 

The Legislative Assembly shall have power to create such admin- 
istrative bureaus, boards and departments as the interests of the State 
may require, and may consolidate or abolish any administrative bureaus, 
boards or departments heretofore or hereafter created by the Legis- 
lative Assembly, and may define and prescribe the functions, powers 
and duties of such bureaus, boards or departments.

tial electors at such nominating election. The governor shall grant 
a certificate of election to each of the delegates so elected. Nominat- 
ing petitions for the office of delegates to the respective party national 
conventions, to be chosen and elected at said nominating election, shall 
be sufficient if they contain a number of signatures of the members 
of the party equal to one per cent of the party vote in the state, at the 
last preceding election for representatives in Congress; provided, that 
not more than five hundred signatures shall be required on any such 
petition a number of such candidates equal to the number of delegates 
to be elected by each party which is subject to the provisions of this 
law, receiving, respectively, each for himself, the highest number of 
votes for such office, shall be thereby elected. Every political party 
subject to the provisions of this law shall be entitled to nominate, at 
said nominating election, as many candidates for the office of Presi- 
dential elector as there are such officers to be elected; that number of 
aspirants in every such party who shall receive( respectively, each 
for himself, the highest number of votes of his party for that nomina- 
tion, shall be thereby nominated as a candidate of his political party 
for the office of Presidential elector. 

Every delegate to a national convention of a political party recog- 
nized as such organization by the laws of Montana, shall receive from 
the State Treasury the.amount of his traveling expenses. necessarily 
spent in actual attendance upon said convention, as his account may 
be audited and allowed by the Secretary of State, but in no case to ex- 
ceed two hundred ‘dollars for each delegate; provided, that such ex- 
penses shall never be paid to any greater number of delegates of any 
political porty than would be allowed. such party under the plan by 
which the number of delegates to the Republican National Convention 
was fixed by the Republican party of Montana in the year 1912. The 
election of such national delegates for political parties not subject 
to the direct primary nomination election law shall be certified in 
like manner as nominations of candidates of such political parties for 
elective public offices. Every such delegate to a national convention 
to nominate candidates for president and vice president shall sub- 
scribe to an oath of office that he will uphold the Constitution and the 
laws of the United States and of the State of Montana, and that he 
will, as such officer and delegate, to the best of his judgment and abili- 
ty, faithfully carry out the wishes of his political party, as expressed 
by its voters at the time of his election.” 

Strike out the word “primary” in line 6 of Section 5 and insert in 
lieu thereof the word “general.” 

And add after the word “vacancy” in line 16, the following: 

“And if such vacancy occurs before 15 days before said election 
then said political party committee shall have the power to fill said 
vacancy.” 

Add the following to be known as Section 9, and renumber remain- 
ing Sections of the Bill to conform thereto: 

“Section 9. That Section 32 of the law initiated and passed at the 
general election of 1912 entitled: “A Bill to propose by initiative peti- 
tion a law to provide for party nominations by direct vote be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 32. Committeemen to be elected by each party. 

“There shall be elected by each political party, subject to the pro- 
visions of the law, at said primary nominating election, a committee- 
man for each election precinet, who shall be a resident of such pre- 
cinct. Any elector, being a member of their party, may be placed in 
nomination for committeeman of any precinct by a writing so stating, 
signed by any five members of any political party being qualified

electors of such precinct, and filed in the office of the county clerk 


within the time required in this Act for the filing of petitions naming 
individuals as candidates for nomination at the regular biennial pri- 
mary election; but no such nomination paper .shall be filed unless 
verified by the affadavit of one of the signers to the effect that said 
signers are bona fide members of the political party named in the 
same. The names of the various candidates for precinct committee- 
man of each political party shall be printed on the ticket of the same 
in the same manner as other candidates and the voter shall express 
his choice among them in like manner as for such other candidates. 
The committeeman thus elected shall be the representative of his 
political party in and for such precinct in all ward or subdivision 
committees that may be formed. The committeemen elected in each 
precinct in each county shall constitute the county central committee 
of each of said respective political parties. Those committeemen who 
reside within the limits of any incorporated city or town shall. con- 


stitute ex-officio the city central committee of each of said respec- 


tive political parties, and shall have the same power and jurisdiction 
as to the business of their several parties in such city matters that 
the county committee has in county matters, save only the power to 
fill vacancies in said committee, which power is vested in the county 
central committee. Each committeeman shall hold such position for 
the term of two years from the date of the first meeting of said com- 
mittee immediately following their election. In case of a vacancy 
happening on account of death, resignation, removal from the precinct 
or Otherwise, the remaining members of said county committee may 
select a committeeman to fill the vacancy and he shall be a resident 
of the precinct in which the vacancy occurred. Said county and city 
central committees shall have the power to make rules and regulations 
for the government of their respective political parties in each county 
and city, not inconsistent with any of the provisions of this law, and to 
elect the county member of the state central committee and of the 
members of the congressional committee, and said committees shall 
have the same power to fill all vacancies and make rule in their jur- 
isdiction that the county committee has to fill vacancies and make 
rules. Said county and city central committees shall have the power 
to make nominations to fill vacancies occurring among the candidates 
of their respective parties nominated for city or county offices by 
the primary nomination election, where such vacancy is caused by 
death or removal from the electoral district or for any other cause. 
Said committees shall meet and organize by electing a chairman and 
secretary within ten days after the candidates of their respective po- 
litical parties shall have been nominated. ‘They may select manag- 
ing or executive committees and authorize such sub-committees to ex- 
ercise any and all powers conferred upon the county, city, state and 
congressional central committees respectively by this law.” 

“There shall be elected by each political party subject to the pro- 
visions of this law, at the convention provided for in Section 34 of the 
bill initiated and passed by the people in 1912, to provide for party 
nominations by direct vote, one National Committeeman who shall rep- 
resent the State of Montana, as a member of the National Committee 
of his party and shall hold office for the term of four years, said 
committeeman to be elected in the same year in which the President 
of the United States is elected.”

A PROCLAMAMTION 


It appearing to me that a grave emergency confronts the State and 
that Legislative intervention is necessary to protect the interests of a 
portion of the citizens of the State in certain particulars, said emer- 
eency having been brought about by reason of the drouth conditions 
and resultant crop failures; and | 


It appearing further that the laws and statutes of this State rela- 
tive to the performance of work and labor upon the public highways 
are of such a nature as to make it difficult and often impossible to 
accomplish the required improvements; and 

It appearing further that it is possible for the Legislature to en- 
act such laws and amend the statutes of the State of Montana so that 
citizens of this state may be given employment upon the roads and 
highways and that Federal aid may be accepted and utilized; and 

It appearing further that Legislative enactment may be accom- 
plished to make available larger sums of money for road improvements 
than are now available, both by the liberation of the conditions now 
imposed upon the State Highway Commission and the Boards of County 
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Commissioners, and by the possible bonding and raising of funds by 
both the State and the Counties for the building of roads and highways 
and the improvement thereof; and 

It appearing further that Legislative enactment is necessary to 
bring about the relief of those who were unfortunate enough to have 
lost their crops by drouth; and 

It appearing further ‘that since the adjournment of the last ses- 
sion of the Legislative Assembly the Congress of the United States has 
submitted to the several State Legislatures for ratification a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution extending the right of suffrage to women; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, 8. V. Stewart, as Governor of the State 
of Montana, under and by virtue of the authority vested in me by 
the Constitution and Statutes, do hereby convene the Sixteenth Legis- 
lative Assembly in Extraordinary Session at the City of Helena, the 
Capital of the State of Montana, at the hour of twelve o’clock noon, on 

TUESDAY, THE TWENTY- NINTH DAY OF JULY, A, D. 1919, for 
the purpose of considering’ the contingencies and emergencies herein- 
before mentioned and if necessary for the enactment of laws on the 
following subjects: 

FIRST: To provide proper iamendment to the road and highway 
laws and to the statutes governing the State Highway Commission and 
County Commissioners in the building and improvement of roads and 
highways in Montana. 

SECOND: For the purpose of raising funds for the building and 
improvement of roads and highways in the State. 

THIRD: To afford such relief as may be possible to the citizens of 
this State who are suffering on account of the loss of crops by drouth. 

FOURTH: To -vote upon the question of the ratification of the 
proposed amendment to the Federal Constitution exe Guae the right of 
suffrage to women. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand and padaed 
the Great Seal of the State to be affixed.

-national forests and of ‘state forest lands to secure sufficient forces 
fo hold these forest fires in check, it has been impossible to do so; and 

WHEREAS, these forest fires prevalent in all sections of the state, 
threaten towns and villages without ftre protection, the homes of set- 
tlers, and endanger the waier supply of the cities; and 

WHEREAS, the. governor of this state has recently requested the 
war department for information as to whether its -can detail troops 
io the state to help fight said forest fires, such federal. government 
aid being necessary. because there ‘s no organized body of state 
troops; and : 
WHEREAS, the Montana Council of Defense has called upon the 
secretary of war to send to the state-of Montana troops for the pur- 
pose of fighting forest fires; 

THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, That the Sixteenth Legislative 
Assembly of Montana in special session assembled, does hereby endorse 
the action of the Governor of the State and of the Montana Council 
of Defense in calling upon the federal government for aid in fighting 
the fires in the forests of this state, and respectfully requests that the 
aid so asked be promptly given by the Honorable Secretary of War, 
and that this resolution be telegraphed to the said Secretary of War.

Three small but important matters of emergency have been. di- 
rected to your attention and are respectfully referred to you as follows: 
FIRST: The Superintendent of the Montana State Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium calls attention to the law relative to admissions at his in- 
stitution and has asked that the same be amended so that returned 
soldiers may be more readily admitted.. Under the existing laws some 
confusion exists and the same should be rectified. 
"SECOND: In the enrolling of: Chapter 221, Session Laws of 1919, 
an error was made in Section 4, line 2. The reference to. the. salary 
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of the sheriff in third class counties was made to read “Three Thous- 
and five dollars.” This is an evident clerical error and can be rectified 
without difficulty. 


THIRD: The City Attorney of Helena calls attention to the fact 
that there is defect in Chapter 4 of the Session Laws of the Sixteenth 
Legislative Assembly, 1919, in that the date for making the annual tax 
levies in cities and towns makes it impossible for the city authorities 
to perform the act at the time fixed, for the reason that the County 
Boards have not completed their labors and the State Board has not 
commenced its work of assessment at the time so fixed. A very simple 
amendment will rectify ua condition.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 


The special committee appointed to investigate crop conditions in 
the State submitted the following report: 5s 

Mr. President: Your Committee on Crop Conditions in the State beg 
leave to submit the following partial report: ; 

Mr. Greenfie!ld, Secretary of Agriculture of the State estimates 
the wheat crop of the State for 1919 to be about Seven Million bushels. 
He bases this upon the estimate given him by Mr. Bailey of the MeCaull- 
Dinsmore Grain Company. Mr. Bailey’s estimate two weeks ago was 
Fifteen Million bushels, but he reports that where he expected to buy 
carloads of grain he will have to buy bushels. President Atkinson of 
the Agriculture College at Bozeman estimates the wheat crop to be 
about Eight Million bushels or about one-sixth of normal crop. Most 
of this is winter wheat raised on irrigated lands. It does not, there- 
fore, signify that the returns for spring wheat will be one-sixth of a 
normal crop. 
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Oats are reported very light with few good prospects in the state. 


Owing to shortage of water for irrigation the alfalfa crop will be below — 


normal and other hay very scarce. Some are already feeding hay to their 
stock due to the burned up condition of their pastures. This wiil 
further increase the shortage of feed for winter use. 

Some idea of the crop conditions may be gained from a survey 
made by the Agriculture College through the county agents and Farm 
Bureaus of the State. Questionaires were sent out to the farmers of 
Cascade, Chouteau, Custer, Fergus, Hill, Musselshell, Phillips, Pondera, 
Prairie, Richland, Sheridan, Stillwater, Teton, Toole and Valley Counties 
asking information concerning live stock, feed and the possibility of 
remaining on their farms for another year. Out of 6360 replies re- 
ceived 3800 or about 50% declared it would be necessary for them to 
leave their farms temporarily and 782 permanently. 

In conference with Chancellor Elliot, Secretary Greenfield and 
President Atkinson it was assumed from reports received from various 
counties that at least Twenty Thousand farmers would require assist- 
ance if they were to remain on their farms during 1920.. The number 
of Federal Seed Loans to farmers to spring planting in 1919 was 5230 
a total of $1,847,360.00. Seed Grain. for Twenty. Thousand. farmers 
would, therefore, amout to about. Seven Million Dollars. This would 
not include feed and other necessary expenses.

It is, perhaps, unnecessary for us to recount the fact that: this 


Commission is charged under the law with the performance of a dual 


function, namely: the investigation of the departments, bureaus and 
boards of the State government, making recommendations for their 
eonsolidation and more efficient administration; secondly, charged by 


the law with an investigation into the cost and selling prices of articles 


e of merchandise, commodities and products which are necessary ' to 


a4 
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sustain life. We wil! at onee say that our work along these lI'nes is still 
incomplete. We have not completed our investigations and we do not 
now profess to present any definite conclusions; we can merely report 
the progress we have made In our final report the matters here barely 
touched upon will be fully elaborated. 

In our investigation of the administrative agencies for doing 
the State’s work, we started with an examination into every off ce and 
nearly every institution of the State. We have had a complete sur- 
vey of the state offices and departments made with the assistance of 
legal advice, whereby we were enabled to study the functions of the 
several State offices and departments and have before us a concise 
digest of the laws under which they operate. We have under prepara- 
tion the draft of a bill by means of which, if enacted into law, greater 
supervision over the fiscal affairs of the State will be obtained. The 
proposed legislation will provide for a Board of Administration which 
will have broad powers and will be charged with the performance of 
many duties. The proposed Board of Administration will have con- 
trol over the audit of claims against the State, the purchase of sup- 
plies, the erection of buildings, the preparation of the budget as well 
as control over the charitable and penal institutions of the State. The 
ereation of the Board of Administration will relieve the Board of Ex- 
aminers of nearly all the duties now delegated to it. We feel con- 
vinced the operation of the proposed Board of Administration will pro- 
mote efficiency and result in the saving of large sums of money for 
the State. 
We soon found, after consultation with several legal authorities, 

that there were certain constitutional provisions which were obstacles 
to the immediate enactment of such a bill into law. We have felt it 
necessary to prepare a way for the re-organization of the State offices, 
boards and bureaus by recommending a constitutional amendment. We 
have had a draft for this proposed amendment prepared and it is 
submitted herewith. We felt that it was highly essential that the 
proposed changes rest upon a sound constitutional foundation, so that 
the operation of the board contemplated could not be questioned. This 
proposed amendment is recommended to the careful consideration of 
the Legislative Assembly. 

We are at this time engaged in the preparation of a complete plan 
for a budget, such as is required by the provisions of the law enacted 
by the 16th Legislative Assembly. For this purpose we have obtained 
expert help from Chicago and have had in consultation with us Mr. 
J B. Tanner of the firm of Tanner, Gilman & Ellis of Chicago, who are 
efficiency experts. We have done this with the consent of the State 
Board of Examiners who are, by the provisions of the law, charged 
with the work of preparing a budget. By means of this proposed 
budget plan the Legislative Assembly will have before it at the next 
regular session a complete schedule of the income of the state de- 
rived from all sources; the aniicipated income; the amounts which 
have been appropriated to every state office, department or bureau: 
an analysis of the purposes for which these appropriations were made: 
an estimate of the requirements for the coming biennial period and 
all increases in requirements indicated in bold faced figures. A copy 
of this budget will be placed in the hand of every member of the 
Legislative Assembly, and we believe that the 17th Legislative Assem- 
bly, will, for the first time, be in possession of facilities for obtaining a 
thorough and comprehensive grasp of the work done by the Govern- 
ment and the cost thereof. We believe that this will be of inestimable 
value to the Legislative Assembly. 

It was the plan of this Commission to complete its investigation of | 
the operation of the State offices and other administrative agencies 
before entering upon the task of investigating the costs and prices of 
the necessaries of life. Our work, with reference to the reorganization 
of State departments, was practically completed some ten days. ago. . 
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Our plan contemplated after the completion of this work, to devote our 
entire time up to November ist to the consideration of matters pertain- 
ing to the cost of living. Already some work has been done along this — 
line and evidence has been taken. Hearings were held at Billings, 
Miles City, Bozeman, Great Falls, Deer Lodge, Roundup, Butte and Har- 
lowton; merchants were cited to appear before the Commission and 
submit to the inspection of the members of the Commission a state- 
ment. indicating their stock of merchandise; their expenses; their gross 
profits, net profits and other data found in a complete financial state- 
ment. The -Commission made as careful an analysis of the expense ac- 
counts of these business houses as was possible by close and careful 
questioning of the witnesses. Expenses were segregated into rent, 
salaries, general operating expenses and so on. Costs of merchandise 
and selling prices were examined into. All testimony taken by the 
Commission was taken in short hand and has since been transcribed. 
The members of the Commission were soon impressed, not only with 
the magnitude but also with the complexity of the questions regard- 
ing which information was required. The very limited time which 
the Commisison has been able to devote to this subject has been en- 
irely insufficient to make a thorough study of the problems pre- 
-sented, or to reach definite conclusions. It is assumed that in charg- 
ing us with this task, the Legislative Assembly expected us not’ only 
to make a thorough and comprehensive investigation into the.matter 
and to give to the solution of the problem most deliberate thought, but 
also to embody the result of our investigation in specific recommenda- 
tions for appropriate Legislative action. 

It is a matter of regret to the Commission that it has been prevented 
from fulfilling this expectation during the short period of time which 
conditions have allowed it to devote to this matter. The extraordinary 
session of the legislature was entirely unexpected until the proclama- 
tion convening the same was issued. The Commisison felt it incum- 
bent immediately thereafter to prosecute the work of examining into 
the high cost of commodities with greater diligence. In response 
to urgent requests, the Commission at once began hearings in the city 
of Butte. We found that thorough understanding of the conditions 
existing in that city and the detection of possible abuses that may be 
practised there would require hearings extending through a period 
of several weeks time. The limited extent of our investigation in 
the city of Butte does not justify us at this time to reach any final 
conclusion or to pronounce judgment respecting the conditions alleged 
to exist there. 

While we have no specific recommendations to make at this time, 
we yet feel that we may very appropriately direct attention to some 
of the underlying causes operating to produce the high cost of manu- 
factured commodities. The rapid advance in the cost of raw materials 
is well understood. We are familiar with the prices which are quoted 
and paid to the producer of wool, wheat, corn, cotton and hogs. We 
know that labor is receiving well deserved and honestly earned increase 
in wages. Advance in the production cost of manufactured commodi- 
ties is inevitable owing to the operation of these causes. What fair- 
ness compels us to say, every thoughtful observer will agree to, name- 
ly: that advancing cost to consumer is not altogether due to great 
profits exacted by distributors and retailers. It may be true that some 
unscrupulous dealers have taken advantage of the situation. How 
widespread this evil is, assuming that it exists, we are at this time un- 
able to say; but, we do feel that it exists. We cannot ascribe to this 
cause a predominate place in determining high prices. It may be an 
important factor in some localities and wherever and whenever it 
ean be shown to exist it should be checked and punished. 

Many complaints regarding. the prices demanded for fruit and 
vegetables were made to this Commission. Our limited investigation 
along this line disclosed a condition with which the consuming public 
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is not familiar. It was discovered that the producers of fruit and 
green vegetables are thoroughly organized, the organizations being © 
well known, like the California Fruit Growers’ Association which — 


handles a large part of the citrus fruits produced in California, the 
owners of the orange groves being members of the Association. Then 


we find a similar association of walnut growers. ‘The importation of 


bananas is a monopoly of the United I’ruits Company which operates 


the lines of steamers in which they are transported, Everywhere in ~ 
California, Oregon, Washington and in this State the actual growers — 


of fruit and vegetables are organized into associations and exchanges 
for the purpose of marketing their crops economically and prolitably. 
The associations are the first link in the chain that extends from the 
farm or orchard to the consumers table. The succeeding links being 
a powerful, well organized distributing company, a broker, a commis- 
sion house and finally the retailer. The great distributing company 
contracts for the entire production. of a commodity, for example Hood 
River strawberries. ‘Through the chain of intermediaries the product 
finally reaches the retailer and every step in the distribution adds to 
the cost. If these added costs were always. a legilimate charge for 
service performed, nobody would justly complain; but we find that the 
several companies taking part in this distribution are often the same 
people or concerns operating or,masquerading under dilferent names, 


controlling distribution through a system of interlocking ownership , 


of the several corporations involved in the process. They are thug in 
a position to control both supply and price. The business thus car- 
ried on is tnterstate business and can be controlled oniy by the United 
States Government. Action by the Federal government to regulate 
this traffic should be strongly recommended. 


While. we have no direct evidence upon. the subject .of combina- 
tions of. commission men and. wholesalers operating w thin the State, 
it. has been said that such combinations. exist. If our statutes do not 
permit the punishment of the members of such combinations organized 
for the purpose of controlling supply and crushing out competition, a 
law should be enacted whereby those entering into sucii an agreemeut, 
either tacit or explicit, could be punished and free competition estab- 


lished. Our investigation along this Ine has not gone sufficiently ~ 


far to justify us in making a recommendalion based upon our own eol- 
clusions, :

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
August 4th, 1919. 


The President of the Senate, Senate Chamber, Helena, Montana: 

The attention of the Legislature is respectfully called to the follow- 
ing matters: 

Returned soldiers who were absent in the service of the country at 
the time of the last general election, failed to vote and thereby their 
names have been stricken from the registration rolls. Unless some 
special legislation is enacted they will be deprived of the right to vote 
at the special elections called in the near future. 

The State Land Agent calls attention to the fact that he has re- 
cently lost two of his land appraisers by reason of the inadequate salary 
paid for such work. At this critical time in the development of the 
farm loan plan, it is important that experienced men be retained in the 
service. Your attention is called to the matter that you may have an 
cpportunity to relieve the situation by authorizing an increase of com- 
pensation for farm land appraisers. 

Attention has been directed to the fact that grasshoppers have 
taken the crops in some parts of the State. Next year will probably 
witness a recurrence and some provision should be made for fighting 
the pests and guarding against such destruction as obtained this year. 

The Senator from Mineral County has urged that the Legis'ature . 
be given an opportunity to correct an apparent clerical error in the 
description of the territory within the limits of which elk may be killed 
at certain seasons of the year. He says a clerical error was made in 
the bill and that as a result, before the next regular session of the 
Legislature is held, a large consignment of elk, shipped into Mineral 
County, at the expense of the State and the sportsmen, will be ex- 
terminated. As the condition seems to be merely the result of a cleri- 
cal error, your attention is called to it that it may be rectified.

42 SENATE JOURNAL—EXTRAORDINARY SESSION 


The President of the Senate, Senate Chamber, Helena, Montana. 

In the Message submitted to the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly 
at the beginning of the regular session, the matter of increasing the 
number of Justices of the Supreme Court was submitted to the As- 
sembly for consideration. Agreement was not reached as to the form 
the bill should take and as a result the increase was not made. I 
pointed out to you at that time the necessity for the increase. Such 
recessity is even more urgent at this time than it was six months ago. 
' Three members of the Supreme Court are unable to keep up with the 
work, and as a result they are falling farther and farther behind. The 
matter is again brought to your attention with the suggestion that the 
situation be relieved by the passage of appropriate legislation. 

In order that there may be no misunderstanding about the matter, 
your attention is respectfully directed to the following provisions of the 
Constitution of the State of Montana, Section 5 of Article VIII provides: 

“The Supreme Court shall consist of three justices, ~ * * and the 
legislative assembly shall have the power to increase the number of 
said justices to not less nor more than five * * *” 

Section 8 of the same Article provides: 

“There shall be elected at the first general election, provided for by 
this constitution, one chief justice and two associate justices of the 
Supreme Court. At said first election the chief justice shall be elected 
to hold his office until the general election in the year one thousand 
eight hundred ninety-two (1892) and one of the associate justices to 
hold office until the general election in the year one thousand eight 
hundred ninety-four (1894) and the other associate justice to hold his 
office until the general election in the year one thousand eight hundred 
ninety-six (1896), and each shall hold until his successor is elected 
and qualified. The terms of office of said justices, and which one shall 
be chief justice, shall at the first and all subsequent elections be desig- 
nated by ballot. After said first. election one chief justice or one 
associate -justice shall be elected at the general election every two 
years, commencing in the year one thousand eight hundred ninety-two 
(1892) and if the legislative assembly shall increase the number of 
justices to five, the first terms of office of such additional Justices 
shall be fixed by law in such manner that at Jeast one of the five jus- 
tices shall be elected every two years. * * * * 

This Assembly was not the first to give consideration to the matter 
of increasing the membership of the Supreme Court. The subject 
has been before assemblies with more. or less insistence for at least a 
dozen years. A controversy has arisen as to the terms, method of ap- 
pointment and other matters incident to the details of putting the in- 
crease into effect. To my mind it is perfectly evident that the framers 
of the Constitution intended that when the time shou'd come when an 
increase in the Supreme Court membership was necessary, the increase 
should be as provided in Section 5 of Article VIII, “to not less nor more 
than five” in other word, the membership cannot be increased to four 
and cannot be increased to more than five. That much is plain. 

It must not be forgotten that the Constitution of the State of Mon- 
tana was adopted in 1889 and that the terms of the original members 
of the Supreme Court were fixed to expire in 1892 and 1894 and in 
1896 respectively, it being the evident intention to make it impossible 
to re-create the Court at any one given election. There was added a 
provision in said Section to the effect that “if the legislative assembly 


shall increase the number of justices to five, the first terms of office 


of such additional justices shall be fixed by law in such manner that at 
least one of. the five justices shall be elected every two years.” 
A careful reading of this provision seems to indicate beyond ques- 


tion that the Constitution intended that not more than two justices should ~ 


be elected at any given election after the court was increased to five, so 
that thereby there might be retained the same safeguard that prevailed 
under the system of electing but one. of three while the membership 
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rmained as originally fixed. In my opinion, in the light of these consti- 
tutional provisions, it is your duty to create two additional Supreme 
Court Justiceships, and that you should do exactly what the Constitu- 
tion says you should do; that is, fix the terms so that taken in conjunc- 
tion with the original membership, not more than two will be elected 
at any one general election. In other words, you should provide that one 
of the additional justices shall be elected for a full six-year term at 
the general election in 1920, and that the other one of them shall be 
elected for a like six-year term at the general election in 1922. There 
can be no excuse for assigning any terms other than I have indicated. 
It has been suggested that the two additional justices should be 
respectively elected at the 1922 and the 1924 general elections and that 
in the meantime apopintments be in some manner made to fill the 
places for the time of the approval of the bill creating the positions 
until said general elections. It does not seem to me that this plan is 
fair or reasonable. It seems plain that it was intended that the people 
shoul elect the justices at general elections, and at as early a date as 
possible. The earliest. times under the terms of the Constitution, as 
I view it, are as hereinbefore indicated. a 
The trouble has arisen over the matter of filling the vacancies from 
the time of the passage of the bill until the people themselves at general 
elections select men of their own choice. ‘The general rule, of course, 


‘obtains that the Governor shall make appointments to fill all existing 


vacancies, usually by and with the consent and approval of the State © 
Senate. The contention has been advanced in this matter that both 
additional judges must be elected at the next: general election if the 
Governor makes the appointments. I can see no force in this argu- 
ment. The provisions of the Constitution already cited remove this 
case from the general rule under the Constitution that appointments 
shall obtain until the next general election. That is a general rule in- 
voked under general provisions of the Constitution. This matter, com- 
ing under the special provision of the Constitution, is in my opinion 
absolutely controlled by that special provision. 

In the past, bills have been introduced in various assemblies, creat- 
ing the additional judicial positions and naming individuals to fill 
them. This has been done upon the theory that the position is created 
and the appointment thus made simultaneously and that as a result 
no vacancy exists and the rule just mentioned is thereby obviated. 
No one contends that the Assembly has broader powers in the matter 
of appointments than the Governor. The only argument, therefore, that 
can be advanced to sustain the contention is that there is never a 
vacancy because of the fact that the same bill creates the position and 
fills them. It certainly cannot be held that the appointments may be 
made by the Legislature or the Governor or by any other agency until 
the positions are created. Any bill creating the positions, even though 
it seeks to nominate men to fill the places, must first create the places 
before they are subject to be filled by anyone. A bill does not become 
a law by sections, like a freight train passing a station—car by car— 
but the whole measure comes into being at one time by the signature 
of the Governor or the expiration of time. No one would seriously 
contend that the Governor by so placing the enrolled bill and an in- 
strument of appointment as to enable him to attach his signature to 
both at the same time, could evade a general rule applicable to such 
matters. It might be physically possible that the Governor, if ambi- 
dextrous, could sign the bill approving the law with one hand and the 
appointment with the other and complete the signatures at the same in- 
stant; and you would then have exactly the same condition as that 
advanced by those who seek to insert the names of the appointees in 
the bill. 

It must not be forgotten that men are not immediately clothed with 
officia! authority upon their designation either by the Legislature or the 
Governor. It remains for them to take the oath of office and quality, so 
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that you cannot shoot fullfledged jurists out of either the Legislature © 


or the Governor’s office by a mere stroke of the pen. 

in my opinion the arguments and contentions mentioned are highly 
technical and are of the sort that have tended to make the laity suspi- 
cious of lawyers. Doubtless these arguments have been advanced in 
good faith in some-instances. In other instances there may have been 
political reasons behind them. However, the fact remains that as a re- 
sult of these contentions the relief sought has not come to the Supreme 
Court. In times past executive expression of views on the question 
of the division of authority between the Legislative and Executive 
branches of the State Government has been fully set forth and is now 
well known to you. I see no reason to recede from the position so 
taken by my predecessors and by me. ‘There is certainly no legal 
reason in my opinion why appointments made by the Legislature can 
have more virtue or longer life than appointments made by the Gov- 
ernor. That being the case, Iam submitting the matter to you with a 
fair and frank statement of my position so that there may be no mis- 
understanding as to the views and beliefs entertained by the Executive 
of this State in this very important matter. 

Your attention is directed to the fact that the State Senate is now 
im session. A bill providing for confirmation of appointments made by 
the Governor may be passed through the Assembly and approved by the 
Governor so that apopintments may be promptly submitted to the State 
Senate for approval or rejection without delay. The Senate is a repre- 
sentative body of men selected from all the Counties of the State and 
at the moment the majority of that body happens to be of a different 
political faith from that of the Governor. I have full confidence in the 
membership of the Senate and no one can seriously assert that an un- 
worthy nomination or appointment would be approved by that body.

MESSAGES FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

sae following communication from the Governor was received and 
read: 

August 6th, 1919. 
The President of the Senate, Senate Chamber, Helena, Montana. 

It is not my purpose to unnecessarily hold the legislative assembly 
in session. I have consistently refused to put many matters up to 
you. In fact, hundreds of suggestions, applications and urgent appeals 
have come to the Governor’s office urging that various matters deemed 
of an emergent character by the individuals who suggest their con- 
sideration at this time, be put up to the Legislature. I have only taken 
two classes of subjects; First, matters of emergency, however import- 
ant they might be; and second, matters of mere detail requiring legis- 
lative corrective enactments. 

There is one important matter that has been suggested to me that I 
deem emergent enough to justify your consideration, even though it 
should hold you in session a little longer than otherwise. Consistent, 
persistent and convincing reports have come to me to the effect that 
the prohibition law is being openly violated in certain counties, par- 
ticularly in certain cities, of the State of Montana. Public officials 
claim that they are unable to enforce the law because they have no 
funds available with which to gather evidence. I am unable to under- 
stand why public officiols cannot, if they will go after the matter 
vigorously enough, get the evidence in the usual course taken by offi- 
cials in enforcing ordinary statutes. However, in order that there may 
be no alibis and no excuses for lack of law enforcement in this most 
important matter, I am calling it to your attention, that you may give 
consideration at this time to the claims of those who assert that there 
must be a special fund created either by appropriation or by convert- 
ing fines collected for violations of the prohibitory law into a fund for 
law enforcement.

REPORT OF SELECT COMMITTEES. 

The Special Joint Committee appointed to investigate the status of 
the Primary Law, submitted the following report: 

To the President ‘of the Senate and Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives of the State of Montana: 

We, your Joint Committee, selected and directed to inquire into the 
facts, circumstances and status of the Primary Laws of the State of 
Montana, and especially Chapter 113, Acts of the Sixteenth Legislative 
Assembly, amending the direct primary law, enacted in the year 1912, 
which Chapter 143 is known and designated as Referendum Measure 
No, 13, and which provides for the submission thereof to the people 
of the State of Montana for their approval or rejection at a special 
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election to be held on Tuesday, the 2nd day of September, 1919, beg leave 
to submit the following report: 

Three political parties contested in Montana in the general elec- 
tion of 1918, the Republican and Democratic parties, and the recently 
conceived so-called National Party. 

The operation of the present primary law, during the years it has 
been in force prior to the election of 1918, resulted in so much com- 
plaint being made of the interference by others than members of the 
party in the primary of the party, and of the expense attendant upon 
holding two primary elections in a presidential year, and criticism 
directed to other features of the law had become so general that the 
Republican Party in its convention held in Helena on September 9th, 
1918, declared in its platform as follows: 

“Believing in the fundamental principle of the primary system, 


Wwe yet recognize the manifest imperfections in the present primary 


law, and its complex and cumbersome provisions demand that it be 
amended. We express ourselves, therefore, as being in favor of such 
amendments to the law as will allow each political party to contro! 
its own party deliberations and allow truer expression of party pref- 
erences and permit an operation less combersome and expensive.” 

The Democratic party also paid heed to the criticisms which were 
directed to these unsatisfactory provisions of the primary law and at 
its state convention held a few days later, declared in its platform 
on the subject of the primary as follows: 

“Realizing that the present State Primary Law is cumbersome, ex- 
pensive and ineffective, we would urge that -the coming Legislative 
session members of all parties represented in that body strive to find 
a common meeting ground for curing the defects of the present law 
without interfering with the principle of the primary system.” 

The so-called National Party did not hold a State Convention, nor 
adopt a platform. It entered the primary with one candidate for a 


State office, but the names of certain candidates for State and Leg- 


islative positions on the Republican and Democratic tickets were writ- 
ten in the National ticket in a few precincts, and so it emerged from 
the primary with a candidate for the United States Senate who had 
just made a strenous effort to obtain the Republican nomination for 
the same office, and with two congressional candidates acquired from 
the same source, and in the same manner, and with legislative tickets in 
many counties, consisting of candidates who had been contesting for 
like positions in the Republican and Democratic primaries. 

The so-called National party candidates coming into the political 
field in this manner, through the rear or back door entrance, did not 
hold a convention and adopt a platform containing the political princi- 
ples advocated by it. But, as the ticket, with one exception stated, 
was composed of those who had so recently sought nominations from 
the older political organizations, it is to be presumed that the can- 
didates of that party held the same ideas as to the necessity of amend- 
ing the primary: law announced by the older political organizations 
from which they had so recently sought nominations. 

Pursuant to State platform pledges, this Legislative Assembly com- 
posed entirely of members elected upon either the Republican or Demo- 
cratic ticket, and with only the thought in mind of redeeming the 
promises so made to the people in their party platform, and after care- 
ful thought and due deliberation enacted Chapter 113 of the Session 
Laws of the Sixteenth Legislative Assembly, amending the present 
primary law in several particulars. 

The principal changes sought to be made by the amendments con- 
tained in Chapter 113 were the substitution of what is known as the 
“closed” for the “open” primary, and the selection of State, Congressional 
and Judicial candidates by a State convention to be composed of dele- 
gates elected from each county by the direct vote of the people at the 
primaries. 
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The bill so enacted, and now known as Chapter 113 of the Ses- . 
sion Laws, was drafted after joint meetings of the committee of both 
houses of the Legislative Assembly, composed of Democrats and Repub- — 
licans, and was the result of their deliberations and was drafted with ~ 
full knowledge on the part of the members of the Legislative Assemb!y 
that the primary system in principle must be preserved. ‘he Assembly 
-realized that to refer the proposed amendments to the people to be voted 
upon at a special election would enable them to decide upon such amend- 
ments, without having the question confused or obscured by being 
voted upon at a general election, where a multitude of other important — 
questions and the selection of many cand.dates for various offices might — 
tend to preclude a careful consiceration of the law so submitted. These 
proposed amendments were by the Legislature ordered referred to the 
people to be voted upon at an election to be held throughout the State 
on September 2nd, 19149. 

After the submission of the proposed amendments, objections arose 
to that portion of the proposed measure providing for the nomina- 
tion of State, Congressional and Judicial candidates by State Conven- 
tions and interested persons circulated petitions in various counties, 
which they termed referendum petitions, with the avowed purpose of 
preventing the holding of the election, and the expression of the popu-— 
lar will upon the proposed amendments until after the primary election 
of 1920. 

The Secretary of State, upon the filing of said petitions, sought the 
advice of the Attorney General af the State, who advised him not to 
proceed further with said special election, writing and delivering to 
him an opinion to that effect. 

Your Committee has given study to the provisions of the Consti- 
tution vesting the Legislative authority of the State in the Legislative 
Assembly, and reserving the powers of the Initiative and Referendum 
to the people, and the provisions of the Constitution in this regard 
seemed to us quite clear and plain. A study of the Constitution of the 
State shows that the Legislative power of the State is vested in two 
law-making departments, the Legislative Assembly and the people them- 
selves, who have reserved the right to initiate laws, and to refer to the 
people those laws which the Legislative Assembly may enact. 

Section 1 of Article 5 of the Constitution provides, that the Leg- 
istative authority of the State shall be vested in a Legislative Assembly, 
and then further provides that the people reserve to themselves certain 
law-making powers, which are divided into two classes, namely, the 
right to initiate—the right to refer. The right to refer ‘may be ordered 
either by petition, * * *, or by the Legislative Assembly, as other bills 
are enacted.” 

These provisions are found in Section 1, Article 5 of the Constitution 
of the State, which Section provides, among other things, as follows: 

“The first power reserved by the people is the initiative and eight 
per cent of the legal voters of the state shall be required to propose any 
measure by petition; provided, that two-fifths of the whole number 
of the counties of the State must each furnish as signers of said peti- 
tion eight per cent of the legal voters in such county, and every such 
petition shall include the full text of the measure so proposed, Initiative 
petitions shall be filed with the Secretary of State not less than four 
months before the election at which they are to be voted upon. 

The second power is the referendum, and it may be ordered either 
by petition signed by five per cent of the legal voters of the State; 
provided, that two-fifths of the whole number of the counties of the 
State must each furnish as signers of said petition five percent. 
of the legal coters in such county, or, by the legislative assembly as 
other bills are enacted. 

Referendum petitions shall be filed with the secretary of state, not 
later than six months after the final adjournment of the session of the 

Legislative Assembly, which passed the bill on which the referendum is 
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demanded. The veto power of the governor shall not extend to measures 
referred to the people by the legislative assembly or by initiative refer- 
endum petitions.” 

All elections on measures referred to the people of the State 
shall be had at the biennial regular general election, except when the 
legislative assembly, by a majority vote, shall order a special election. 
Any measure referred to the people shall still be in full force and ef- 
fect unless such petilion be signed by fifteen per cent of the legal 
voters of a majority of the whole number of the counties of the state, 
in which case the law shall be inoperative unti! such time as it shall 
be passed upon at an election, and the result has been determined and 
declared as provided by law.” 

It will thus be seen that while the legislative authority of the State 
is vested in the legislative assembly in the first, instance, the people 
have reserved to themselves the power to initiate legislation to be voted 
upon by them, and the power to have referred to them Acts of the 
Legislative Assembly, (other than certain specified Acts which are ex- 
cepted from the operation of the referendum by the provisions of the 
Constitution.) 

Acts of the Legislative Assembly according to the clear provisions 
of the Constitution may be referred to the people either upon the fil- 
ing of certain petitions by a specified percentage of the legal voters 
of the State, or by the Legislative Assembly itself. 

It, of course, is clearly a matter of indifference to the people 
whether a law upon which they desire to vote shall be referred to them 
pursuant to petitions filed for that purpose, or by an act of the Leg- 
islative body itself. 

The purpose of the referendum provisions of the Constitution is 
clearly to permit the people to adopt or reject at the polls the proposed 
law thus referred. And so jealously have the people of the state 
guarded their rights. to initiate and have the measures referred to 


‘them, that they have provided in the same section of the Constitution, 
that “the veto power of the Governor shall not extend to measures 


referred to the people by the Legislative Assembly, or by initiative 
referendum petitions.” It will be seen that the Constitution provides 
that five per cent of the legal voters of the state may petition and 
cause a Legislative act to be referred to the people, but that the mea- 
sure so referred shall be in full force and effect unless the petition 
for its reference be signed by fifteen per cent of the legal voters of a 
majority of the whole number of counties in the State, in which case 
the law shall be inoperative until it shall have been passed upon at 
“an election.” 

In. the instance of the present proposed amendments to the pri- 
mary law, the Legislative Assembly itself provided that the Act should 
not become effective unless by a majority vote of the people, it should 
be carried at the election on September 2nd, 1919, and then only after 
the 31st of December, 1919. The Act passed by the Legislative Assembly 
was therefore not a law until it should be ratified by the people at an 
election to be held for that purpose, and it was so provided in the 
measure. . 

Inasmuch as the only purpose of filing referendum petitions are, 
first to permit the people to vote upon the adoption or rejection of the 
Legislative Act, and, second, to suspend the operation of Legislative 
acts until the people shall have the opportunity to vote upon the same, 
it is clear that. the so-called referendum petitions, which. have been 
filed with the Secretary of State as aforesaid have no place and per- ° 
form no function with reference to an act such as the propsed amend- 
ments to the primary law, which have been referred to the people in 
the Act itself; this for the reason that the Act has been referred to the 
people, as the Constitution provides may be done, and the operation 
of the Act has been suspended by the provisions of the Act itself un- 
til such time as the people shall ratify it at the polls. The proposed 
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law by its provisions could not become effective until December 31, 
1919, after the people would vote and ratify the same; therefore, there 
was nothing to suspend, nothing to become inoperative, and the pe- 
titions to make the same inoperative were useiess and of no avail. 

The Constitution of the State declaring that the veto power of the 
Governor shall not extend to measures referred to the people by initia- 
tive referendum petition, seems to us to be significant. Tne two words 
“initiative referendum” petitions used in connection with a bill referred 
by the Legislative Assembly, must be construed as being a measure 
proposed (initiated) by the Legislative Assembly as distinguished from 
a law iniliated by the people. The Constitution no where provides 
for, or makes inoperative an initiative measure, for the very plain and 
simple reason there is nothing to suspend or make inoperative. 

The election provided fcr in the proposed law is no part of the law 
itself, but merely incidental to it, as providing the method by which 


the machinery of the people may be put in motion, in order that they — 


may voice their sentiments by approval or rejection of the measure 
itself. The question to be submitted at the election is the adoption or 
rejection of the proposed amendments to the primary law, which the 
Legislative Assembly proposed and referred to the peop!e, and not the 
question of whether a special election shall be held for the purpose of 
voting thereon. Any other construction sought to be placed upon these 
provisions of the Constitution would be violative not only of the spirit, 
hut the plain letter of the Constitution relating to the initiative and 
referendum.

The learned Attorney General in his opinion to the Secretary of 


State denominated such petition as “Petitions to refer referendum mea- 
sure No. 13.” It must be apparent to all that what the Attorney Gen- 
eral decided was that a double reference of said measure to the people 
may be had—namely—a reference by the legislature itself and a ref- 
erence invoked by petition of the people. Such double reference of a 
masure is, to say the least, confusing and tends to defeat the very 
purpose expressed in the. constitution. 

This being the condition and status of the proposed amendments to 
the primary law, we feel that at the instance of any elector of the State, 


the Secretary of State may be compelled by mandamus to perform his ft 


plain duty, and to take the necessary steps to cause the election of 
September 2nd, 1919, to be held, and it seems clear that if such mandamus 
proceedings should be brought, the court, under the Constitution, will 
compel the Secretary of State to perform his duty, and this perform- 
ance of his duty will result in the holding of the election. But as the 
iime for such election is rapidly approaching and the Supreme Court 
is in Summer recess if is very doubtful if mandamus proceedings could 
be heard and finally determined in time to allow election supplies to 
reach all the voting precincts of the State before the day fixed for 
the election—namely—September 2nd, 1919. 

The deferring of the election until the general election in 1920, 
is a matter to be given due consideration, in view of the fact that on 
account of the unprecedented drouth, not only the revenues of the State 
Will be curtailed, but the people will be less able to bear any but the 
most necessary burdens of government, and in this connection, it is to 
be observed that the referendum upon the so-called boxing bill-was so 
fixed by the legislature that it shall be held at the next general or 
special election, which shall be held throughout the State of Montana, 
after the passage of the Act, and the election thereon would therefore 
PU EPTAG HCE be postponed until such general or special election should 
pe held. 

And it appearing that the only objection so far made, and the only 
critic sm thus-far directed to any feature of the proposed amendments 
te the primary law, are those made to the substitution of the conven- 
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tion method of nominating State, Congressional and Judiciay candidates - 


for the direct primary method, and in view of the general sentiment in 
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favor of amending the present law so as to preserve party unity and 
integrity, and. to save the expense of holding two primaries in Presiden- 
tial election years, and to correct other manifest imperfections in the 
law, we suggest that the Governor be requested to submit to this Legis- 
lature for its consideration, the question of amending the present pri- 
mary law, to the end that should the Legislative Assembly deem it wise 
to so do, the demand for a closed primary might be met by amending the 
present law, and the revenues of the State be conserved by providing that 
Gue primary shall be held during presidential years instead of two ex- 
pensive primary elections as now provided. 

Another feature of the present law which has caused such dis- 
satisfaction, is the alphabetical arrangement of names of candidates - 
which many cleam give undue advantage, and prominence to the can- 
didate whose name appears at the top of the list. We would suggest that 
if the question of amending the present primary law be submitted to 
this Legislature, that this matter be considered. 

If these suggestions of your committee meet with the approval 
of the Assembly, it will result in saving the expense of an. extra pri- 
mary election during presidential years, and will correct the primary 
law in these particulars wherein the people of the State generally 
criticise it as being inefficient, unfair, cumbersome and. unduly ex- 
mensive. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Such Board of Administra- 
tion shall have power to regulate and control all expenditures of 
publie funds and all purchases by State Officers, boards, departments 
and bureaus. and perform such other duties as may be prescribed by 
law. No claims against the State, except for salaries and compensa- 
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tion of officers fixed by law, shall be passed upon by the Legislative 
Assembly, without first having been considered and acted upon by the 
said Board of Administration. 


The Legislative Assembly shall have power to create such admin- 
istrative bureaus, boards and departments as the interests of the State 
may require, and may consolidate or abolish any administrative bureaus, 
boards of departments heretofore or hereafter created by the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, and may define and prescribe the functions, powers and 
duties of such bureaus, boards or departments.
